The ceremony took place

formed by the Rev. Dr. David H. Greer of 
St. Bartholomew’s Protestant Episcopal 
Church. The bride was unattended, save 
Dy her little sister, Miss Eugenia Kelly. 
Mrs. Edward Kelly gave her daughter 
away. The drawing room was decorated 
, with huge vases of white lilies, roses, and 
chrysanthemums, and ferns—no colors save 
green and white were used, and the young 
couple stood in a bower of white roses 
while they were made man and wife. 

Mr. and Mrs. George Gould are absent on 
a trip in the West, but Mr. and Mrs. Edwin 
Gould, Miss Helen Gould, and Messrs. Na- 
thaniel Campbell, William Northup, A. 
Harned, and Bedell witnessed the wedding. 
The bride’s mother and sister were the only 
mémbers of the Kelly family in attend- 
ance. Thomas Hugh Kelly and Eugene 
Kelly, uncles of the bride, were both in 
town. Robert Kelly, another uncle, lives 
at Huntington, L. I. 

The bride’s gown was of white satin. It 
hed a yoke and sleeves of point lace over 
chiffon and a long train. The jewels worn 
Were a coronet of diamonds, given her by 
her mother, which fastened her tulle veii 
to her coiffure, and a string of pearls, the 
gift of Mr. Gould. This string was not a 
long one, but each pearl was of remarkable 
size and purity. At the left of her cor- 
sage there was caught a spray of orange 
blossoms, and she carried a bouquet of 
white orchids and lilies of the valley. 

After the ceremony a collation was served 
by Sherry to the bridal party, and Mr. and 
Mrs. Gould were driven to their apart- 
ments in the Essex, at Fifty-sixth Street 
and Madison Avenue.

r. Kelly’s marriage had been very ro- 
mantic. is widow was the daughter of 
Mr, and Mrs. James W. Pearsall of Long 
Island. She was not a Roman Catholic, 
and owing to this fact and to that of Mr. 
and Mrs, Eugene Kelly, the father and 
mother of Edward Kelly, being very de- 
vout and prominent in that faith, the wed- 
ding was not announced for some years. 
Mrs. Kelly, however, brought up her chil- 
dren as Roman Catholics, and Miss Helen 
and a younger sister were pupils in a con- 
vent near Madison, N. J. 

Miss Helen, now Mrs. Gould,’is just in 
her eighteenth year. She is a handsome 
girl, of medium height, with fair hair and 
skin. By the will of her grandfather Miss 
Kelly received a fortune, and her father, 
who was an excellent business man, in- 
creased his patrimony and left his widow 
and children quite wealthy. The fortune 
has been estimated at various figures, and 
it is said that Mrs. Frank Gould’s income 
from her father's and grandfather's estate 
is over $50,000 a year. Mrs. Kelly is her 
guardian. 

A reception was given to her by Miss 
Helen ,Miller Gould last week and she was 
introduced to her future husband's rela- 
tives and friends. It was then announced 
that the wedding would take place some 
time during December, but the exact date 
Was not given. 

At the time of the engagement it was 
said that Miss Kelly, who, as before stat- 
ed, had been brought up as a Roman 
Catholic, was receiving instructions from 
the: Rev. Dr. Greer with a view of changing 
her faith. The statement seemed puzzling, 
as the Gould family have been Presby- 
terians and constant attendants at the 
West Presbyterian Church. on Fortv-sec- 
ond Street, and Dr. Greer is a minister of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church. 

The report brought out a letter from 
Thiomas Hugh Kelly, an uncle of Mrs 
Gould, stating that the young girl had been 
brought up as a Roman Catholic, that she 
had graduated from a convent last Spring. 
that any imputation as to her change of 
faith could not be correct. and that her 
father had insisted that his children be 
brought up in his faith.

OFFICIAL FRENCH REPORT 
ARRAIGNS GREAT BRITAIN. 


Secretary of Chamber of Deputies Says 
She Violates Law of Nations in 
Egypt—Denounces Boer War.

LONDON, Dec. 3.—J. B. Fernand Du- 
bief, Deputy for Macon and Secretary of 
the Chamber of Deputies, in his report on 
the Foreign Office estimates, quoted by 
the Paris correspondent of The Times, 
Says that in Egypt the law of nations re- 
mains violated by Great Britain, who 
maintains her customary tactics, contin- 
ues her occupation, and strives in every 
way to drive out what remains of French 
influence. 

The war in South Africa, says M. Du- 
bief, while revealing Anglo-Saxon cool- 
ness and tenacity, is fresh proof of how 
little it costs a nation, that so treats peo- 
ple in its fierce and inhuman pursuit of 
gains on which it has set its mind,: to 
sacrifice noble thoughts and the gener- 
ous passions of the heart. 


FRANCE’S HEAVY EXPENDITURE. 
Member of the: Chanter Says the In- 
crease Is Not in Proportion to 


That of Other Countries.

LONDON, Dec. 3.—The Paris corre- 
spondent of The Times says that Arthur 
Legrand, in opening the discussion on 
the Budget in the Chamber of Deputies, 
criticised the increasing expenditure. He 
said the total of the European’ budgets 
had risen since 1885 from 19,000,000,000f. 
to 23,000,000,000f., but France had too 
large a share in the increase. European 
debts had risen since 1876 from 106,000,- 
000,000f£. to 126,000,000,000f., and that of 
France from 24,000,000,000f. to 33,000,- 
000,000f. 

M. Legrand suggested that one way for 
retrenchment was for the State to cease 
being a printer, potter, and weaver. Pri- 
vate industry, he said, was now in no 
need of the Gobelin, Sévres, or Beauvais 
factories. 


CHINESE COURT’S PLANS. 


To Start on Last Stage of Journey to 
Peking Dec. 14—The New Minister 
to Great Britain.

LONDON, Dec. 3.—The Shanghai 
correspondent of The Times says an im- 
perial edict announces that the Court 
will start on the last stage of its journey 
to Peking on Dec. 14. All the provincial 
officials in attendance are ordered to re- 
turn to their posts, and the metropolitan 
officials are to proceed to the capital in 
advance of the Court. 

The edicts issued lately by the Em- 
press Dowager, says the correspondent, 
display an apparently genuine tendency 
toward reorganization and reform. One, 
dated Kai-fong-Foo, Nov. 30, disinherits 
Pu-Chun, the Heir Apparent, and com- 
ments severely on the conduct of Pu- 
Chun’s father, Prince Tuan, as being 
mainly responsible for the Boxer rising. 

The brevet title of Duke is granted to 
Pu-Chun, and he is excused from 4at- 
tendance at Court. 

The edict states that the Empress 
Dowager will later.on select a suitable 
successor to Pu-Chun as heir to’ the 
throne. 

Native officials regard Great Britain's 
acceptance of the appointment of Chang- 
Te-Yi as Minister at the Court of St. 
James as proof of British lack of infor- 
mation about and interest in Far East- 
ern affairs. 


RUSSIAN DIG AT GERMANY ? 


The Novoe Vremya’s Comment on the 
Visit of the Marquis Ito.

LONDON, Dec. 3.—The Novoe Vremya, 
quoted by the St. Petersburg correspond- 
ent of The Times, comments on the visit 
of the Marauis Ito to Russia. It says 
the Japanese statesman will have ob- 
s.rved in authoritative quarters in St. 
Petersburg ‘‘a love of peace and absence 
of that taste for political adventure 
which may be noticed as being preva- 
lent, not in London, as formerly may 
have been the, case, but in a city con- 
siderably nearer to St. Petersburg.” 

The Novoe Vremya declares that, both 
nations (Russia and Japan) would, gain 
more by an amicable understanding than 
by treading the slippery_path of bitter- 
ness and conflict. It would be useful to 
other parties if the relations of these two 
neighbors were disturbed, but this is the 
very trap the Japanese should be careful 
to avoid. The paper adds: 

“If Marquis Ito devotes his efforts to 
preventing the Japanese from becoming 
the dupes of our common ‘ well-wishers’ 
he will always retain the sympathies of 
Russia.”

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MAY VOIDINDICTMENTS OF | 
SCANNELL AND OTHERS 


Commissioner’s Lawyers Say a 
Grand Juror Was < Non- 
Resident. 


E. B. SANGER THE ‘MAN 


If Contention Is Upheld, W. L. Marks 
Will, Also Escape, and 358 Other 
True Bills Probably Will Be- 
come Void. 


It was learned late yesterday afternoon 
that John D. Lindsay of Nicoll, Anabel & 
Lindsay will spring a sensation this morn- 
ing in the Court of General Sessions when 
they will make a motion that the indict- 
ment against Fire Commissioner John J. 
Scannell and Contractor William L. Marks, 
who are charged with conspiracy to de- 
fraud the city, be dismissed on the ground 
that one of the members of the November 
Grand Jury which indicted them is not a 
resident of New York County and hence 
had no right to sit as a member of that 
body. More than ordinary importance at- 
taches to the matter, for if the indictments 
against Scannell and Marks can be dis- 
missed on this ground it is probable that 
all indictments returned by the November 
Grand Jury will be void. 

The juror Eugene B. Sanger, when 
sworn in as a Grand Juror gave his resi- 
dence as 56 Central Park South, but it is 
asserted by the attorneys for Scannell and 
Marks that he is a resident of Larchmont, 
which is in Westchester County. The City 
Directory for 1900 gives 56 Céntral Rark 
South as Mr. Sanger’s address, while in the 
Directory for 1901 his name eppears as a 
real estate dealer of 39 East Forty-second 
Street, residing at Larchmont, and thé Club 
Directory gives 56 Central Park South, 
which is the New York Athletic Club. 

From the list of voters contained in The 
City Record it would seem that Mr. Sanger 
did not vote in this county last election. 
The address on Forty-second Street is in, 
the Sixteenth Election District of. the 
Twenty-seventh Assembly District, while 
56 Central Park South is in the Ninth Elec- 


tion District of the Twenty-ninth Assembly 
District, and he did not register from 
either address. 

Major Rand, the manager of the New 
York Athletic Club, was not inclined to 
give any information on the matter last 
night, but he finally said that Mr. Sanger 
was a member of the club, but that he did 
not live there, and never had lived there. 
Some of the members of the club, he said 
did have rooms at the club all or part of 
the time, but Mr. Sanger was not one of 
them, and he could not understand why Mr. 
Conger should have given that as his ad- 
ress, 


MR. SANGER AT LARCHMONT. 


Eugene B. Sanger is listed in the tele- 
phone directory as living on Walnut Aye- 
nue,’ Larchmont, and the number of his 
telephone is given as 33. That number was 
called up last night, and a man who said 
that he was Bugene Sanger answered the 
telephone. He said that he lived at Larch- 
mont, and that he had served on the No- 
vember Grand Jury, but he declined to say 


whether he had voted from Larchmont 
last year or not. Later he was called up 
again and a woman who answered the 
telephone said that Mr. Sanger had taken 
a train for New York as soon as he re- 
ceived the first telephone message. 

The matter was called to the attention of 
District Attorney Philbin late yesterday 
afternoon. He at once summoned Assistant 
District Attorney Traine, and then sent for 
Special Assistant District’ Attorney Ord- 
way, who was appointed to try this case. 
He was closeted with them for some time. 
Later he said that he had not yet had an 
opportunity of looking up the law in the 
case, but that he was of the opinion that 
the indictment would stand. In reply to a 
question he said that he was Of the opinion 
that Mr. Sanger was present and voted at 
the session of the Grand Jury which re- 
turned the indictment against Scannell and 
Marks, though he was not sure. 

The law requires that sixteen of the 
twenty-three members of the Grand Jury 
are necessary to make a quorum, and that 
twelve of them must vote in order to find 
an indictment. He could not say, however, 
whether only the indictments which were 
found at the sessions of the Grand Jury at 
which Mr. Sanger was present and voted 
would be affected, if any of them were, or 
whether all indictments would have to be 
ee if the Scannell casé was so dealt 
with. 


ALL INDICTMENTS MAY BE VOID. 


District Attorneys Ordway and Traine 
refused to discuss the matter at all. Among 
the indictments found by the November 
Grand Jury, in addition to that against 
Scannell and Marks, were the Gannon case, 
that of the three employes of the Metro- 


politan Street Railway Company who are 
charged with subornation of perjury, and 
a large number of felony cases, 360 in all. 
The November Grand Jury had an unusu- 
ally latge number of cases presented to it, 
and during the latter part of the month 
they held afternoon sessions in order to 
complete the business which was before it. 
The question now is whether all this work 
is to be for naught. 

George Gordon Battle, one of the attor- 
neys for Scannell, was seen at his horae 
last night, but he seemed loath to discuss 
the case. He_ said, however, that he 
thought it would be safe to state that a 
motion would be made to quash the indict- 
ment on the ground that r. Sanger was 
not a resident of the county, though he 
denied most emphatically that the motion 
would be made merely to delay the trial. 

John D. Lindsay, when seen at his resi- 
dence last night, was very much surprised 
when he was told that the report concern- 
ing Mr. Sanger had leaked out, but he re- 
fused to state his intention when the case 
is called this morning. 

Assistant District Attorney Byrne was 
asked about the matter yesterday after- 
noon as he was leaving the Criminal Court 
Building for the day, and he said that he 
thought that Mr. Sanger had a legal resi- 
dence at 56 Central Park South, though he 
declined to say on what grounds he based 
his opinion. 


JUDGES WOULD GIVE NO OPINION. 


Judges and lawyers seen last night by 
the representatives of THE TIMES were re- 
luctant to express any off-hand opinion as 
to the matter. The consensus of belief ap- 


peared to be, however, that any matters in 
which a non-resident participated were 
rendered thereby invalid,. The law says 
that « Grand Jury “is a’ body of men re- 
turned at stated periods from the citizens 
of the:county, before a court of competent 
jurisdiction and chosen by lot and sworn 
to inquire of crimes committed or triable in 
the county.”’ (Section 223, Penal Code.) 

A Supreme Court Justice who did not care 
to have his name used, as he may be called 
upon to pass on the question, said: ‘It may 
be that the presence of a non-resident on 
the Grand Jury 1s a serious error. The per- 
son indicted has no chance 'to challenge the 
members ef the Grand Jury until after he 
is indicted. If the non-resident took no part 
in the action, well and good, but if he 
participated and voted upon the indictment, 
fe is quite probable that error was commit- 
ted. here is no precedent in the matter. 
It may have occurred before, but no defend- 
ant has ever brought the matter yp.” Ex- 
District Attorney Olcott said: 

“T am also interested in this question, 
and do not care to venture an off-hand 
opinion. I incline to the belief that any

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proceeding in which the non-resident par- 
ticipates is invalid. But when there are 
enough votes to return an indictment with- 
out the non-resident’s, I would not care to 
express an opinion without looking into the 
matter further.” 

Ex-District Attorney De Lancey Nicoll, 
who is Mr. Lindsay's law partner, declined 
to discuss the matter. Judge Newburger. 
who is now presiding in Part I., General 
Sessions, also refused to discuss the effect 
of the matter on the validity of the in- 
dictments handed down. He said he was 
not acquainted with the facts and had 
never heard of Mr. Sanger. The jury, he 
said, was drawn by Judge McMahon. 

On the event of any demurrer to this in- 
dictment being sustained on the ground of 
non-residence of any juror, it was the gen- 
eral opinion that the matter would be ob- 
viated by a resubmission of the case to an- 
other Grand Jury. 


WOULD OUST THE ENTIRE 
LOUISIANA DELEGATION. 


Suggestion Is Made that No Legal Elec- 
tion Can Be Held Under the 
State’s New Constitution. 

Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—The right of the 
Louisiana delegation to seats in the 
House of Representatives is challenged in 
a resolution introduced to-day by Repre- 
sentative Moody of Massachusetts. Mr. 
Moody's action is in line with the deter- 
mined effort of a number of Republicans 
of prominence in the House to bring the 
long agitation of the subject of the over- 
representation of the Southern States to a 
definite issue, and, if possible, to secure 
action at this session to remedy the evils 


complained of for years past. 

Louisiana has been selected as the State 
against which the test is to be made, for 
the reason that the delegation appearing 
to-day is the first Congressional delegation 
to be elected under the new disfranchise- 
ment laws and Constitutions of some of 
the Southern States. 

It was at first proposed to challenge the 
Louisiana delegation at the bar of the

Speaking this evening of his resolution, 
Mr. Moody said: 

“This I believe to be the most direct man- 
ner to reach the end in view. The House is 
the final judge of the qualifications of its 
own members, and there is no appeal from 
its decision. That is an additional reason 
for greater deliberation and care in passing 
he the rights of members to their seats. 
This is a question that strikes at the foun- 
dation of a republican form of Government 
It is certainly worthy of as much consia- 
eration as questions of foreign policy and 
trade expansion." 

Representative Crumpacker of Indiana, 
who has been a persistent advocate of the 
proposed reduction of representation of 

outhern States, has a bill which he will 
introduce this week. It proposes to amend 
the Apportionment act of last session so as 
to reduce the number of Representatives in 
Congress from Southern States. 

Report has it that before anything seri- 
ous is done with Mr. Moody’s resolution, in 
fact, before any stand is taken by the 
leaders of the House with reference to the 
prosect of reduced representation for the

BILL AGAINST ANARCHISTS. 


Senator Burrows Will Introduce One 
To-day Providing for the Deperta- 
tion of Alien Disturbers. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—Senator Bur- 
rows of Michigan will introduce a pill to- 
morrow providing for the exclusion and ex- 
pulsion of alien Anarchists. By its pvo- 
visions the Board of Inquiry is authorized 


to search diligently for Anarchists among 
the foreigners coming to this country and 
to ascertain by pertinent questions us to 
the antecedents of each his opinions as to 
Governments, or whether he belongs to 
any society or association with Anarchistic 
tendencies; and to examine the person of 
such alien for marks indicative of such 
membership. 

The board may accept evidence of the 
immigrant’s common reputation as an an- 
archist, as well as orders, decrees, and 
judgments of foreign Governments and 
pclice notifications as prima facie evidence 
which may be deemed sufficient to pre- 
vent the admission of the alien. 

When an Anarchist escapes this inquisi- 
tion, he may be seized by the Commissioner 
General of Inquiry, and if after a thorough 
and satisfactory inquiry he is found to be a 
menace to this Government as an Anarch- 
ist he may be deported to the country from 
which he came.

BERLIN JOURNALISTS TRIED. 


Two Members of the Vorwaerts Staff 
Sent to Prison for Insulting 
Gen. von Kettler. 

BERLIN, Dec. 2.—In the Berlin Criminal 
Court to-day three members of the editorial 
staff of Vorwaerts were placed on trial. 
They were charged with insulting Major 
Gen. von Kettler by the publication of the 
so-called ‘‘Hun Letters,"’ which dccused 
the General and his column of summary 
and barbarous treatment of Boxers at the 
time of the China expedition, and especially 
of shoeting twenty-two Boxers at Yachiao. 
Gen. von Kettler maintains that these 
twenty-two men were shot in pursuance of 
the sentence of a court-martial, for the 

massacre of two hundred Christians. 

Lieut. Stolzenberg testified that the in- 
habitants of the village in question were 
driven together in the market-place, where 
two Chinese Christians picked out men 
whom they accused of participating in the 
massacre. An English missionary named 
Lawry then examined the men accused 
by the two converts, and selected twenty- 
two as certainly being Boxers. These men 
were executed by Gen. von Kettler’s orders. 

The General told the court that these ex- 
ecutions were necessary in orfler to break 
the reign of terror established by the 
Boxers throughout that whole district. 

Two of the prisoners, Schmidt and John, 
were convicted of the charges against them 
and sentenced to six and seven months’ 
imprisonment, respectively.

MAN NAILED IN A GASE 
CROSSED SEA AS FREIGHT 


Was Fifteen Days in the Hold of 
the Liner Palatia. 


‘BURIED DEEP UNDER CARGO 


Burst from His Box Seeking Air and 
Water, and Was Found Unconscious 
When Hatch Was Opened. 


The Hoboken authorities are mystified 


over a man who made a fifteen-day trip 
across the ocean in a case in the hold of 
the Hamburg-American liner Palatia, y- hich 
arrived on Sunday. He was discovered yes- 
terday and lies unconscious in St. Mary’s 
Hospital. Whether he will recover the 
physicians are unable to say. He was 
shipped as freight and would have been 
dead within a short time but for the open- 
ing of the hatch. 

The case in which he was confined was 
buried under eight >r ten feet of salt in 
sacks and packed about with cases of gcn- 
eral merchandise. For food the man must 
have “had at the start some loaves of 
bread “and a bottle of whisky. He is a 
German about thirty years of age. ‘The 
need of air and water appears to have 
caused him at last to break open the case 


and try to get on deck. He must have been 
possessed of great strength, which, it is 
surmised, was probably made greater by 
frenzy. % 

Frank Roder, a longshoreman, made the 
first discovery about 3:30 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon. Hatch + had just been 
opened. Roder dropped down into the 
hold, landing on the salt sacks. He was 
preparing to send the sacks out when the 
tackle was lowered to him. He says he 
first heard a muffled voice utter the word 
‘“‘water.’’ Then several moans, and again 
the word ‘ water’’ was distinguishable. 
He called to those above, and Frank Koe- 
bler, the foreman, and Adolph Johnansen, 
a timekeeper, responded. 

While they were lowering themselves 
through the hatch Roder began an investi- 
gation. As his eyes became accustomed to 
the darkness he made out the form of a 
man lying upon the salt sacks some little 
distanee aft of the hatchway. He worked 
himself between the sacks of salt and the 
deck beams until he could reach the man. 
The others took hold of Roder's legs a 
drew him out, he dragging the man after 
him. 

The man, who then was unconscious, was 
carried to the ship's hospital. Ship’s Sur- 
geon Debo and the surgeon of the Arizona 
were called to attend him. They adminis- 
tered warm milk and stimulants. The 
heart action was fo\ind very weak and 
the man’s body was greatly emaciated. The 
stomach appeared to be in a very bad con- 
dition. It was decided to remove him to 
St. Mary’s Hospital. 

Meanwhile an investigation in the hold 
was in progress. The ship’s carpenter 
crawled along the sacks of salt and traced 
the man to his original position. The case 
was located, but will not be gotten out be- 
fore morning, as many tons of freight will 
have to be lifted out before it can be dis- 
lodged. The case was a heavy one. It had 
apparently been packed into the rest of 
the cargo without those handling it having 
the slightest idea what it contained. It is 
about 8 feet long, 4 feet wide, and 6 feet 
high. The mark on it is “J. B. 71."" The 
ship’s manifest in recording the case makes 
it *‘ Model, J. B. 71." On the top of the 
case are the words in German, ‘‘ Oben ”’ and 
‘* Porsicht,’’ meaning ‘‘ This side up,”’ and 
‘“‘ Handle with care.” 

The inside of the case as examined 
through the broken board on the side was 
in a most filthy condition. A bottle, which 
contained some whisky, was found, togeth- 
er with @raps of bread., So far as could he 
seen there were no air openings, the caged 
man having to depend upon the air which 
worked through the joinings of the boards. 
This must have made his eupoty scant 
indeed, owing to the limited air in the hold 
and the fact that the ‘salt was packed 
solidly above the case.. The hatch had been 
closed before sailing, and over it a tar- 
paulin was placed, and neither was raised 
between the time of departure and yester- 
day. 

His situation in the case must have been 
frightful. and at last became unbearable, 
causing him to break out on the only side 
against which other freight was not solidly 
packed, the conformation of an adjoining 
case leaving a space against which no 
weight rested. Having broken a board he 
had to crawl between the pieces of cargo. 
Some of the spaces were so small that the 
ship’s carpenter in going in and coming out, 
although carrying with him a portable elec- 
tric light, had difficulty in making his 
way. When he finally emerged from the 
midst of the cargo he was about eighteen 
fect below the decking. He then had to 
climb up. This was easy for the first 
six or seven feet, but to work his way over 
the eight feet of salt sacks must have 
beer a most difficult task. He.did it, 
however, and then crawled about looking 
for the hatch which in.the darkness he 
evidently missed several times. Exhaust- 
ed, he then lay down on the sacks and 
lapsed into unconsciousness. 

Whrn the man's pockets were searched 
some German marks to the value of less 
than $1 and a slip cf paper on which was 
written the name “John Beck” were 
found. There was no address on the pa- 
per. The man was clotned in two coats, 
twdé&vests, and two pairs of trousers. In 
the case were ee umbrella and two 
hats. 

The police immediately began an effort to 
trace the case. The steamship line could 
not furnish the names of either the con- 
signor nor consignee. It was learned, how- 
ever, that on Sunday a well-dressed man 
made inquiries about the case, 4nd that a 
wagon belonging to the American Express 
Company later called at the plier and the 
driver asked for the case, describing it by 
the mark “J. B., 71."" The same or another 
wagon and driver called at the pier yester- 
day seeking the case, but departed when 
it was found the case had not yet been 
taken out. The American Express Com- 
pany has no office in Hoboken. The wagon 
must therefore have come from Manhattan.

HEINRICH CONRIED ROBBED. 


Thieves Carried Off $6,000 Worth of 
Jewels While He Dined, but Over- 
looked Other Valuables Worth 
$10,000. 

While Heinrich Conried, manager of the 
Irving Place Theatre, was eating dinner at 
7:30 o'clock last night with Mrs. Conried 
and Master Conried, at their home, 65 
West Seventy-first Street, sneak thieves en- 
tered the house and stole jewelry valued at 
$6,000. Mr. Conried had left the house for 
the theatre when Mrs. Conried went up 
stairs to her room and found boxes scat- 

tered on the bed. 

Hastening to the dresser she found the 
top drawer open and the jewels gone. 
That the thieves were in great haste was 
evident from the fact that in the bottom 
drawer of the dresser were jewels and 
ornaments worth over $10,000. These were 
untouched. 

Among the pieces stolen were a lavaliére 
with pendants, valued at $1,200; a crown 
containing seventy-seven diamonds, valued 
at $800, and a diamond horse shoe, $450. 
In the collection also were the Franz Josef 
order presented to Mr. Conried by the 
Austrian Emperor, the Order of the Prus- 
sian Crown, from Emperor William II.; 
gold medals of art and science from the 
Kings of Italy and Belgium, a medallion 
from Harvard, and tokens from various 
German potentates. 

A number of Alaska Mining Company 
bonds belonging to Mr. Conried’s son were 
also taken. Besides the jewels in the bot- 
tom drawer, the thieves left behind them 
many valuable articles among the stuff 
dumped on the bed, among which was a 


costly gold watch attached to a diamond- 
studded fob, and four pearl scarfpins. 

On examination it was remarked that 
only precious stones were carried off, a 
profusion of gold and silver matchsafes, 
stamp boxes, and penholders being ieft 
undisturbed. A curious incident, and one 
that may have hastened the robbers’ move- 
ments, was brought out when under a 
pillow was found a little mechanical sing- 
ing bird of silver. When the lid of the 
box containing it is pressed the bird sings. 
It evidently happened that when the 
drawer was emptied on the bed the bird 
began to sing, and the thief thrust it under 
a pillow to smother the noise. 

Mr. Conried was called at once from the 
Irving Place Theatre, and, with Detectives 
Dunn and Donahue, from the Sixty-eighth 
Street Station, made an examination. It 
was discovered that the next house, No. 
63 into which Mrs. Sarah Lewis is moving, 
Was open and a wooden safe there had been 
rifled. ‘The thieves had then gone up to 
thé roof, crossed over and down Mr. 
Conried’s scuttle to the room. Mr. Conried 
thinks they must hawe made their exit 
through the front door. 

The jewels had been brought from the 
safe deposit vault only last Saturday, as 
Mrs. Conried intended to wear some of 
them at an entertainment that evening. 
Ic was intended to return them to-day. 

The money value placed on the gems 
represent only the value of the stones, and 
as the workmanship in many cases is 
rare, they could not be replaced for any 
amount. 


EAST RIVER TUNNEL 
PERMITS ARE DENIED. 


Railroad Commissioners Will Not Grant 
Privilege to Companies Because 
the City Plans the Work. 


ALBANY, N.’Y., Dec. 2.—The applications 
of the New York and Brooklyn Union 
Transportation Company and the New 
York, Brooklyn and Jersey City Rapid 
Transit Company to construct and operate 
railroads through proposed tunnels under 
the East River from Manhattan to Brook- 
lyn, New York City, has been denied by 
the State Board of Railroad Commission- 
ers. In™denying the application the board 
says: 

“It is a matter of public knowledge that 
the Rapid Transit Board has laid out a 
railroad route under the East River and 
taken certain proceedings for the construc- 
tion of a railroad from Manhattan te 


Brooklyn, and it protests against the grant- 
ing of these applications, as it believes 
such action would seriously interfere with 
such project. This board is of the same 
opinion, and for that reason does not be- 
lieve that public convenience or necessity 
require the construction of the applicants’ 
railroads.”’ 


THE DANISH WEST INDIES.- 


Report from Copenhagen of Agreement 
for Their Sale. 


COPENHAGEN, Dec. 2.—A full agree- 
ment has been reached between Denmark 
and the United States for the sale of the 
Danish West Indies. The treaty will prob- 
ably be signed this week at Washington. 
The price fixed is between $4,000,000 and 
$5,000,000, 

The questions of free trade and citizen- 
ship will be decided by Congress, which, 
it is believed here, will grant these conces- 
sions.

negotiations have, from 
aroused the keenest interest throughout 
Denmark. Public meetings to protest 
against the sale have been held and re- 
monstrances have been sent to the Gov- 
ernment and Rigsdag. One of the remon- 
strances was signed by 100 of the most 
prominent public and private men in the 
country. The papers, including the leading 
daily journals, have all been against the 
sale, either by silence or open opposition. 
Petitions have also been received by the 
King and Ministry from the inhabitants of 
the islands. Many large business houses 
and shipping interests have offered to con- 
tribute to the betterment of the condition 
of the islands if the sale was averted. 

The King and the royal family are at 
heart opposed to parting with the posses- 
sions, and the Danish royal family ts relat- 
ed to the leading imperial are royal houses 
of Europe. all of which exerted personal 
and politicai influence against the transfer 
of the islands to the United States. 

The fact that three successive Ministers 
of Foreign Affairs, all of whom were op- 
posed to the sale, have had a hand in the 


negotiations, accounts for the length of 
time consumed. 

The agreement is therefore considered a 
great triumph for the diplomacy of the 
United States, and, incidentally, for the tact 
and perseverance of the United States Min- 
ister here, Laurits S. Swenson, whose high 
standing at Court largely contributed to the 
result.

SENATE AND HOUSE 
ORGANIZED YESTERDAY 


Fifty-seventh Congress Ruled 
by the Republicans. 


Less Than 100 Newcomers—Ninety-two 


te a re a ee. 


New Republican Representatives—

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—The Fifty-Sev- 
enth Congress came into existence to-day. 
There was nothing to be done in the Sen- 
ate to prepare it for work, but the House 
had a govd deal to do in the way of or- 
ganization, and it was late this afternoon 
before it could be said that the Congress 
was ready for business. The real opening 
of legislative work will commence to-mor- 

1 row with the reading of the President's 

message. . 

It is a new Congress which fs now assem- 
bled, but more in name than in any other 
respect. Out of a little less than 450 per- 
sons who constitute the membership of the 
House and Senate there are fewer than 100 
newcomers. The-Senate is practically un- 
changed. In respect to the forces that con- 
trol it, pretty much the same thing can be 
said of the House, which has a membership 
of 357, of whom 197 are Republicans, 151 
are Democrats, and 9 are Fusionists, Sil- 
verites, and Populists. 

With this division the Republicans have 
a clear majority of 37 in the House in casa 
the Populists vote with the Democrats on 
party questions. The Senate has 87 mem- 

bers, there being at present three vacancies, 
The new members of the house number 92, 
of whom 50 are Republicans, 38 are Demo-« 
crats, and 4 are Fusionists, who will prob- 
ably vote with the Democrats. So, not only 
is there a preponderance in numbers of old 
members of the House in the present body, 
but it happens that most of the influential 
and experienced men in both parties were 
re-elected. 

The Republicans will have a majority tn 
the Senate varying from 20 to 24, according 
to the way certain former Populists and 
Fusionists vote, and taking into considera- 
tion the possibility of at least one Demo- 
crat voting with the Administration on 
National policies. 


IN THE SENATE. 


Desks Loaded with Floral Tributes— 
Members Chat with Each Other— 
Adjournment in Late Senator 
Kyle’s Honor.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—Although the 
Senate transacted no business to-day, the 
galleries were crowded. There was the 
usual opening prayer, the necessary swear- 
ing in of the new Senators, the adoption 
of the customary resolutions notifying the 
House and the President of the Senate's 
presence in the Capitol prepared for legisla- 
tive work, some fruitless waiting to hear 
from the House and the President, and 
then an adjournment until to-morrow as a 
mark of respect to the memory of Senator 
Kyle of South Dakota. 

Interest in the day’s session was centred 
in the pictures presented as the Senators 
assembled in their flower-bedecked cham- 
ber and greeted one anothr and settled 
down to the work of a new Congress. 

There was an immense display of flow- 
ers, including a number of set pieces which 
must have cost a great many dollars. To 
the new Senator from South Dakota, Mr. 
Kittredge, was sent a great floral harp, so 
big that it took two men to bring it into 
the Senate chamber. Several Senators re- 
ceived mammoth baskets filled with the 
choicest of cut flowers. Mr. Proctor of 
Vermont found on his fesk a great slip- 
per, tastefully decorated with blossoms and 
greenery. 

Mr. Platt of New York found several 
bunches of beautiful cut flowers on his 
desk, but apparently did not take much in- 
terest in them. Indeed, as a rule, the Sena- 
tors who received floral tributes seemed to 
be only moderately impressed by th®m and 
had them taken out of the chamber as soon 
as the prayer had been made. Some of the 
Senators, it is said, are opposed to having 
flowers placed on their desks, and have 
such as are sent them left in the corridor 
to be forwarded later to their homes. This 
may account for the fact that a good many 
of the most prominent members, including 
Mr. Hoar of Massachusetts, had clear desks 
to-day. 

The Senators began to arrive in the cham- 
ber as early as 11:30 o’clock. The first to 
come in was Mr. Vest of Missouri, frail in 
body, But as keen in intellect as ever. The 
kind attention he received from his fellow- 
Senators was one of the most agreeable 
features of the session. 

The interchange of greetings was inter- 
rupted precisely at noon by the rap of the 
gavel. he prayer followed. Then the four 
new Senators—Millard and Dietrich of Ne- 
braska, Kittredge of South Dakota, and 
Gibson of Montana—were presented. Sena- 
tor Hoar cailed attention to a statement 
which he regarded as improper in the cre- 
dentials of Senator Millard. The statement 
was that Mr. Millard had been elected for 
a term of six years, beginning March 28, 
1901, which carried his services in the Sen- 
ate, Mr. Hoar said, several days beyond the 
period of six years from March 4, for which 
the Legislature of his State had power to 
elect him. 

Mr. Hoar added that he only desired to 
call attention to this irregularity at this 


time, as it would be considered on another 
occasion. 

The credentials of Senator-elect Kittridge 
were tnusual in one respect, which was 
not of a nature to call out any comment 
from Senators. They were typewritten, 
whereas custom has called for either en- 
graved or engrossed ones. 

After the new Senators had been sworn 
in and the resolutions of notice to the 
House and Senate had been adopted, the 
Senate took a recess of twenty minutes. 
During this time the members gathered in 
pairs and little knots and talked about 
their vacations and their coming work. Mr. 
Hanna and Mr. Morgan had a long conver- 
sation, in which the former seemed to do 
most of the talking. 
| §enators Hoar and Proctor put their 
| heads together, and the former talked of 

something which evidently was quite amus- 

ing to both. Mr. Quay and Mr. Platt of 

New York were thrown together. Though 

neither showed great animation they passa 

ten minutes in talking. 

Lodge strolled@about the Chamber, 
hands in pockets, exchanging pleasantries 
with his fellows.

At the end of the twenty minutes’ recess 
the Senate having heard nothing from the 
House or the President, another recess until

WASHINGTON, Dec. ~The House of 
Representatives went through its cut-and- 
dried programme, but there was one event 
that was not scheduled, and that was a

Speaker Henderson was re-elected, receiv-

After Mr. Henderson's brief speech of 
acceptance came the administration of the 
oath to the members, after which the res- 
ignation of Nicholas Muller of the Seventh 
New York District was read and laid on the 
table The resolution of the Republican 
eaucus to re-elect the present corps of offi- 
fers was agreed to, and they were sworn 
in as follows:

The usual resolutions, 
to notify the Senate and the President of 
the election of Speaker Henderson, and 
providing for the appointment of a com- 
mittee of three to act with the Senate 
Committee to call upon the President, were 
adopted.

Bingham, Payne, and Richardson. Mr. 
Dalzell then offered a resolution to adopt 
the rules of the Fiftv-sixth Congress. Mr. 
Richardson asked whether time would be 
allowed for debate. After getting ‘‘ No” 
for an answer, he pleaded in vain for an 
hour in which to debate the question, but 
did not get it. He demanded of Mr. Steele, 
who got into a colloquy with him, whether 
‘he would not permit the Democrats even to 
offer an amendment to the rules, and Mr. 
Steele declared that if he had his way he 
would not 

Thereupon Mr. Richardson appealed to 
Mr. Hepburn of Iowa to join him with his 
forty followers and help knock out the 
Reed rules, Mr. Hepburn, who had mus- 
tered forty votes in the Republican caucus 
for his amendments, arose to answer, and 
all hope of amending the rules died when 
he declared that his modesty was so great 
that when he found himself opposed to all 
the Democrats and three-fourths of the 
Republicans, he felt that probably ‘there 
was something wrong with his views. 


MR. RICHARDSON “ KILLS TIME.” 


As Mr. Richardson did not get the hour 
he asked for debate, he proceeded to fili- 
buster for an hour in revenge. He used up 
rather more than that in proving to the 
Republicans that they might as well have 
let him have the time. The Republicans 
kept him from doing his worst by means of 
the previous question, but he managed to 


use up a good deal of time by demands for 
the yeas and nays, divisions, and demands 
for tellers to count the division. At last, 
however, the possibilities of filibustering 
were used up, the rules adopted, and the 
biennial drawing of seats began. 

Messrs. Grow, Bingham, Creamer, and 
Richardson were allowed to pick out their 
seats without awe. Mr. Grow is the 
oldest member, Mr. Bingham the ‘‘ Father 
of the House,’’ Mr. Creamer an old mem- 
ber, and Mr. Richardson the Democratic 
leader. The members all withdrew and 
massed themselves behind the rail at the 
back of the house, leaving it entirely empty, 
and as Mr. Grow walked down the vacant 
aisle and took his old seat the mass of 
sacked humanity behind the rail applauded 
oudly. Then came a hideous sound like a 
snare drum out of tune. It was the rattle 
of the box from which the blindfolded clerk 
was to pick out the numbers. 

After this the session was fun, pure and 
simple. The popular men among the early 
winners were cheered as they came down 
the aisles and picked out good seats. They 
responded by waving their hands derisively 
at the unlucky crowd back of the rail. 
New York got the worst end of it. Amos 
J. Cummings and a few others were in 
early, but most of the New Yorkers were 
left over until the end, and had to take 
the worst seats in the House. Pennsylvania 
**hogged’”’ everything. Gen. Grosvenor 
was called very late, as late as the New 
Yorkers, but kind friends had saved his 
old seat for him, and he did not suffer. 

The old members “ knew the ropes.”’ They 
had their seats picked out beforehand, 
and when their names were called, each 
of them sprinted down the aisles, grabbed 
the ideal seat, and fairly fell into it. The 
new members drifted vaguely in, looked 
over all the seats, and as fast as they 
picked out one, saw it grabbed by some 
one else, until they had to take anything, 

Harry Hanbury of Brooklyn was one of 
these. He wandered around like a lost 
spirit. picked out a seat, abandoned it for 
a better, lost that, ard finally had to “go 
"way back and sit down” far from the 
Speaker's eye. _Mr. Pugsley of Westches- 
ter was completely lost, and had to take 
the worst seat in the House. O. H. P. Bel- 
mont was in equally as bad shape. Mr. 
Sulzer, who used to have a good seat, had 
to go over on the side, out of range of the 
Speaker, but he knew enough to get a seat 
well to the front. 

When the scramble for seats was ended 
the floral tributes began to come out. 
Dalzell got the first one. It took two men 
to land the mammoth bouquet for Mr. 
Loudenslager on that gentleman's desk. 
and the laughter was so boisterous that 
it had to be rebuked by the.Speaker. The 
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Loudenslager offering, however, was 


eclipsed by the floral tributes planted on 
the desk ‘of Representative Goldfogle of 
New York, Each of them was much higher 
than ‘the little Judge” himself. 

After the drawing of seats and a look at 
the flowers, the House adjourned. 


HOUSE BILLS INTRODUCED. 


Estimated that There Were More 
Than 3,000 Before Noon Yesterday. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—It was estimated 

by officials of the House that over 3,000 

bills had been introduced before 12 o'clock 

to-day. There was much rivalry for the 
honor of having Bill No. 1, no less than 
fifteen members having asked for this 
precedence. The indications are that the 
bill of Mr. McCleary, restricting the sale 
of oleomargarine, will be so designated 
when the records are made up.

BIOGRAPHIES OF CONGRESSMEN 


Some Curious Contrasts Shown in the 
Directory Which Has Just 
Been Issued. 

Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—The biographies 
published in the new Congressional Direct- 
ory, out to-day, show some curious con- 
trasts, Most of the old members have written 
short autobiographies. As a general thing 
the new members have the longest auto- 
biographies, although Senator Depew still 
continues to hold the record as the duthor 
of the longest autobiography in the whole 
directory. It is about a page long and con- 
tains a list of the orations most dear to 
his heart. The shortest biography in the 
whole list of Representatives is that of 
James Hay of Virginia, a Congressman of 
considerable distinction. It takes up three 
lines of the directory, and does not even 


mention the year he was born in. It is as 

follows:

(Dem.) of Madison was 
Fifty-fifth and Fifty-sixth 
Congresses, and re-elected to the Fifty- 
seventh Congress, receivin 17,270 votes, to 
9,995 for M. H. Gibbens, (Rep.)’”’ 

Two of the new members who have writ- 
ten short autobiographies are James Mc- 
Andrews and Wiliam F. Mahoney of Chi- 
cago. Each have less than four lines. 
McAndrews mentions where he was born, 
but Mahoney leaves that and his age to 
the imagination. 

In the New York delegation, the longest 
biographies are those of Goldfogle and 
Douglas, new members, and Southwick, 
who was not in the last Congress, but has 
served before. Chairman Payne of the 
Ways and Means Committee and James 8. 
Sherman are conspicuous for the brevity 
of their biographies, as is William Sulzer. 
0. H. P, Belmont and Harry A. Hanbury 
hold the palm for short biographies among 
the new members from New York. 

The greatesc curiosity in the way of an 
autobiography is that of Delegate Robert 
W. Wilcox of Hawali. It is a sort of edi- | 
terial. Mr. Wilcox says that he ‘‘ was an 
indefatigable and fgarless 
countrymen. He led two principal revo- 
lutions against the oppressors of his peo- 
ol He explains that the reason he failed 

was because he did not have “ proper arms 
to support the movement.’’ After his sec- 
ond revolution, he says, he “‘ was sentenced 
to death by a court martial of the Dole 
Oligarchy,’’ but was pardoned. 

The shortest Senatorial biography is that 
of Senator Burton of Kansas. It occupies 
three lines.

‘GOVERNMENT BEATEN 
IN AN INSULAR CHOE 


Supreme Court Decides the 
Philippine Duty Suit. 


Says Islands Became Property of This 
Country When Treaty Was Signed 
and Duties Cannot Be Levied 
—Last Porto Rican Case 
Also Decided. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—Opinions were 
rendered in the United States Supreme 
Court to-day in the last two of the insular 
test cases. One of them was that known as 
the “fourteen diamond ring” case, involv- 
ing the relationship of the Unite? States to 
the Philippine Islands from a tariff point 
of view, and the other what is known as 
the Dooley case No. 2, involving the con- 
stitutionality of the collection of duty on 
goods shipped from New York to Porto 
Rico, 

In the former case the court, through 
Chief Justice Fuller, held that the diamond 
rings brought in from the Philippines, and 
over which the case arose, should have 
been exempt from duty under the Paris 
Treaty of Peace, as that treaty made the 
Philippines American territory. The decis- | 
ion in the Philippine case followed closely 
that of the first Porto Rican case of last 
term, 

In the Dooley case, decided to-day, it was 

| held that the duty collected on goods car- 
ried from New Yerk to Porto Rico was 
permissible, but that it was in reality a 
tax for the benefit of Porto Ricans them- 
selves rather than an export duty, as was 
claimed by the merchants who antagonized 
the Government in the case. 

In both cases there were dis 
ions concurred in by four of 
tices of the court, 

It is generally believed that the finding 
in the Philippine case will lead to early ef- 
forts to secure legislation for the regula- 
tion of our commercial relations with these 


islands. As the Porto Rican opinion sus- 
tains the constitutionality of the Foraker 
act, no such necessity will arise: with ref- 
erence to Porto Rico. 


PEPKE’S CONTENTION. 


The record in the diamond rings case 
| shows that Pepke, who was the respondent 
in the court below, was a soldier in the 
Army of the United States in the Island of 
Luzon; that while there and after the rati- 
fication of the peace treaty he purchased 
the fourteen diamond rings which are in- 


volved in the case. He afterward brought 
these rings, while still in the service of the 
United States, aboard the United States 
vessel transporting his regiment to San 
Francisco, where he was mustered out. 

Later he took the rings to Chicago, where 
the rings were seized by the customs offi-- 
cers under the claim that the Philippine 
Islands were foreign territory and that 
merchandise brought from those islands to 
| the United States was subject to customs 
|

duties. which were not paid by Pepke. 
Pepke set up the claim that the imposi- 
tion ‘of duties upon merchandise under the 
circumstances was contrary to the Consti- 
tution of the United States and in violation 
of his rights as a citizen.

| States for the Northern District of Mlinois. 
In that court the facts set up in Pepke’s 
plea were admitted by demurrer filed by 
the United States, and that court sustained 
the demurrer, overruling the plea and en- 
tering judgment against the merchandise 
thus seized, and directing that it be sold in 
accordance with the law, and from this de-

cute 


JUSTICE FULLER'S OPINION. 


After stating the case at some length 
Chief Justice Fuller quoted somewhat ex- 


| tensively from the opinion of this court in 


| the case of De Lima vs. Bidwell. His prin- 
| cipal quotation from that case was the 
paragraph setting forth the theory that a 
country remains foreign with respect to the 
| tariff laws until Congress has acted by 
embracing it within the customs. The 
| opinion then continued as follows: 


| ‘* No reason is perceived for any’ differ- 
| ent ruling as to the Philippines. By the 
third article of the treaty, Spain ceded to 
the United States ‘the archipelago known 
as the Philippine Islands,’ and the United 
States agreed to pay to Spain the sum cf 
$20,000,000 within three months. The 
treaty was ratified; Congress appropriated 
the money; the ratification was proclaimed. 
The treaty-making power, the executive’ 
power, the legislative power, concurred in 
the completion of the transaction. 

“The Philippines thereby ceased, in the 
‘to be Spanish.’ 
Ceasing to be Spanish, they ceased to be 
foreign country. They came under : the 
complete and absolute ‘sovereignty and do- 
minion of the United States and so be- 
came the territory of the United States, 
over which civil government could be es- 
tablished. The result was the same, al- 
though there was no stipulation that the 
native inhabitants should be incorporated 
into the body politic, and none securing to 
them the right to choose their nationality. 
Their allegiance became due to the United 
States, and they became entitled to its pro- 
tection. \ 

‘* But it is said that the case of the ¥ hil- 
ippines is to be distinguished from that of 
Porto Rico because on Feb. 14, 1899, after 
the ratification of the treaty, the Senate 
resolved that by the ratification of the 
treaty of peace with Spain, it is not in- 
tended to incorporate the inhabitants of the 
Philippine Islands into citizenship of the 
United States, &c., nor to permanently an- 
nex those islands. 


ACTION OF THE SENATE. 


‘““We need not consider the force and ef- 
fect of a resolution of this sort, if, adopted 
by Congress, not ke that of April 20, 1858, 
in respect of Cuba, preliminary to the dec- 
laration of war, but after title had passed 
by ratified cession. It is enough that this 
was a joint resolution; that it was adopted 
by the Senate by a vote of 26 to 22, not 


two-thirds of a quorum, and that it Is ab- 
solutely without legal significance on the 
question before us. 

“The meaning of the treaty cannot be 
centrolled by subsequent explanations of 
some of those who may have voted to 
ratify it. What view the House ight 
have taken as to the intention or the 
Senate in ratifying the treaty we are not 
informed, nor is it material, and if any 
implication from the action referred to 
could properly be indulged, it wou!d seem 
to .be that two-thirds of a quorum of the 
Senate did not consent to the ratification 
on -the grounds indicated. 

‘It is further contended that a distinc- 
tion exists in_ that while complete posses- 
sion of Porto Rico was taken by the United 
States, this was not so as to the Philip- 
pines because of the armed resistence of 
the native inhabitants: to a greater or less 
extent. 

“We must decline to assume that the 
Government wishes thus to disparage the 
title of the United States or to place itself 
in the position of waging a war of con- 
quest. 

“The sovereignty of Spain over the Phil- 
ippines and ssession under claim of title 
had existed for a long series of years prior 
to the war with the United States. The 
fact that there were insurrections against 
her or that uncivilized tribes may have 
defied her will did not affect the validity 
of her title. She granted the islands to the 
United States and the grantee in accepting 
them took — 
grant. If those in insurrection against 
Spain continued in insurrection against 
the United States, the legal title and pos- 
session of the latter remained unaffected, 


NO WAR OF CONQUEST. 


‘““We do not ungerstand that jt is claimed 
that in carying on the pending hostilities 
the Government is seeking to subjugate 
the people of a foreign country, but on the 
contrary, that it is preserving order and 


suppressing insurrection in territory of the 
United States. It follows that the posses- 
sion of the United States is adequate pos- 
session under legal title, and this cannot 
be asserted for one purpose and denied for 
nother.

‘In De Lima against Bidwell Porto Rico 
was held not to be a foreign country after 
the cession, and that a prior act exclusive- 
ly app licable to foreign countries became 
inapp Heable. In Downes against Bidwell 
the conclusion of a majority of the court 
Was that an act of Congress levying du- 
| ties on goods imported from Porto Rico 
into New York, not in conformity with the 
provisions of the Constitution in respect 
to the imposition of duties, imposts, and 
excises, was valid. Four of the members of 
the court dissented from and five con- 
ctrred, though not on the same grounds, 
in thig conclusion. 

“The Justice who delivered the opinion in 
De Lima's case was one of the majority 
and was of opinion that, although by the 
cession Porto Rico ceased to be a foreign 
country. and became a territory of the 
United States and domestic, yet that it was 
merely ‘appurtenant’ territo and ‘not a 
part of the United States within the reve- 
nue clauses of the Constitution.’ 


DE LIMA CASE GOVERNS. 


“This view placed the territory, though 
not foreign, outside of the restrictions ap- 
plicable to inter-State commerce and treat- 
ed the power of Congress when affirmative- 
ly exercised over a territory, situated as 
supposed, as uncontrolled by the provisions 
of. the Constitution in respect of National 
taxation. The distinction was drawn be- 
tween a special act in respect of the par- 
ticular country and a general and prior act 
only applicable to countries foreign to ours 
in every sense. The latter was obliged to 
conform to the rules of uniformity, which 
was wholly disregarded in the former. 

“The ruling in the case of De Lima re- 
mained unaffected, and controls that under 
consideration. And this is so, notwith- 
standing four members of the majority in 
the De Lima case were of opinion that 
Porto Rico did not become by the cession 
subjected to the exercise of governmental 
power in the levy of duties unrestricted by 
constitutional limitations. 

“Decree reversed and cause remanded, 
with directions to quash the information.” 

Justices Gray, White, Shiras, and Mc- 
| Sao united in’ dissenting from the court’s 
opinion in the Philippine: case, but they 
filed no written statement beyond a mere 
note in which they said that they “ dissent- 
ed for the reasons stated in their opinions 
in the cases of De Lima vs. Bidwell, Dooley 
vs. The United States, and Downes vs. 
Bidwell in the last term of the court.” 


THE DOOLEY CASE. 

In the Dooley case Justice Brown deliv- 
ered the opinion. He said that the duties 
levied were attacked on the ground that 
they violated the clause of the Constitu- 
tion declaring that ‘‘no tax or duty shall 
be laid on articles exported from any 


State.’ 

The court, he said, in the case of Wood- 
ruff vs. Parham had held that the word 
“‘import,’’ in connection with the provisions 
of the Constitution ‘‘ that no State shall 
levy any imposts or duties on imports or 
exports applied only to articles imported 
from foreign countries into the United 
States. 

Proceeding, he said that if Porto Rico be 
no longer a foreign country under the Ding- 
ley act, as was held by a ae aie of the 
court in De Lima ys.

NOT AN EXPORT TAX. 


“One thing, however,"’ he added, “is en- 
_tirely clear. The tax in question was im- 
posed upon goods imported into Porto Rico 
since it was exacted by the Collector of the 
Port of San Juan after the arrivabof the 
goods within the limits of that port. From 
this moment the duties became payable as 


upon imported merchandise. Now, while 
an import into one port almost necessarily 

involves a prior export from another, still 
in determining the character of the tax 
imposed it is important to consider 
whether the duty be laid for the purpose of 
adding to the revenues of the country 
from which the export takes place, or for 
the benefit of the territory into which they 
are imported. 

‘* By the third section of the Foraker act, 
imposing duties upon merchandise coming 
into Porto Rico from the United States, it 
is declared that ‘ whenever the Legislative 
Assembly at Porto Rico shall have enacted 
and put into operation a system of local 
taxation to meet the necessities of the Gov- 
ernment of Porto Rico by this act estab- 
lished, and shall by resolution duly passed 
so notify the President, he shall make 
proclamation thereof, and thereupon all 
tariff duties on merchandise and articles 
going into Porto Rico shall cease, and 
from and after such date all such mer- 
chandise and articles shall be entered at 
the several ports of entry free of duty.’ 

‘And by Section'4 ‘the duties and taxes 
collected in Porto Rico in pursuance of this 
act * * * shall not be covered into the 

eneral fund of the Treasury, but shall be 

eld as a separate fund, and shall be placed 

at the disposal of the President to be used 
for the Government and benefit of Porto 
Rico, until the Government of Porto Rico 
herein provided for shall have been organ- 
ized, when all moneys theretofor collected 
under the provisions hereof, then unex- 
pended, shall be transferred* to the local 
treasury of Porto Rico.’ 

‘Now, there can be no doubt whatever 
that if the Legislative Assembly of Porto 
Rico should, with the consent of Congress, 
lay a tax upon goods arriving from ports’ 
of the United States, such tax, if legally 
imposed, would be a duty upon imports to 
Porto Rico, and not upon exports from the 
United States, and we think the same re- 
sult must/follow if the duty be laid by 
Congress the interest and for the benefit 
of Porto Rico. 


LIKE THE DOWNES CASE. 


“The truth is that in imposing the duty 
as a temporary expedient with. @ proviso 
that it may be abolished by the Legislative 
Assembly of Porto Rico at its will, Con- 
gress thereby shows that it is undertaking 
to legislate for the island temporarily, and 
only until the local Government is put into 
operation. The mere fact that the duty 
passes through the hands of the revenue 
officers of the United States is immaterial 
in view of the requirement that it shall not 
be covered into the general fund of the 
Treasury, but be held as a separate fund 
Sy the Government and benefit of Porto 

co. 

“The action is really corelative to that of 
Downes vs. Bidwell, in which we held that 
Congress could lawfully {mpose a duty on 
imports from Porto ‘Rico, notwithstanding 
the provision of %he Constitution that all 
duties, imposts, and excis ay shall be uni- 
form throughout the Undted States. 

“It is true that this conclusion was 
cnn ge by a majority of the court by dif- 

rent processes of reasoning, but it {s none 
the less true that in the conclusion that 
certain provjsions of the (Constitution did 

ly to Porto Rico, and that certain others 
did not, there was no difference of opinion. 

“Tt is not intended by this opinion to tn- 
timate that ve oe may ley an export tax 
upon merchandise carried from one State 
to another. While this does not seem to be 
forbidden by the express words of the Con- 
stitution, it would be extremely difficult, if 
not impossible, to lay such a tax without a 
violation of the first paragraph of Article 
I., Section 8, that ‘all duties, imposts, and 
excises shall be uniform throughout the 
United States.’ There is a wide difterence 
between the full and paramount power of 
Congress in legislating for a Territory in 
the condition of Porto Rico and its power 
with respect to the States, which is merely 
incidental to its right to regulate inter- 
State commefce. 

“The question, however, is not involved 
in this case, and we do not desire to ex- 
press an opinion upon it. These duties were 
properly collected, and the action of the 
Circuit Court in ‘sustaining the demurrer 
t» the complaint was correct and it is 
therefore affirmed.”’ 


CHIEF JUSTICE DISSENTS. 


Chife Justice Fuller and Justices Brewer, 
Fiarlan, and Peckham united in a dissent- 
ing opinion in the Dooley case. The opin- 
ion was read by the Chief Justice and was 
based largely upon the constitutional pro- 


visions concerning the regulations of com- 
merce. He said: 

“The power to regulate inter-State com- 
merce was anted in order that trade be- 
tween the States might be left free from 
discriminating legislation and not to im- 
part the power to create antagonistic com- 
mercial relations between them. The pro-

‘Congress may lay local taxes in the Ter- 
ritories, affecting persons and | geen ole 
therein, or authorize Territorial Legislat- 
ures to do so, but it cannot lay tariff 
duties on articles exported from one State 
to another, or from any State to the Ter- 
ritories, or from any State to foreign coun- 
tries, or grant a power in that regard 
which it does not possess. But the deci- 
sion now made recognizes such powers fn 
Congress as will enable it, by means of 
taxation, to exclude the products of Porto 
Rico from the States, as well as the prod- 
ucts of the States from Porto Rico; and 
this notwithstanding it was held in De 
Lima versus Bidwell that Porto Rico, after 
the ratification of the treaty with Spain, 
ceased to be foreign and became domestic 
territory. 

“We think it clear on this record that 
plaintiffs were entitled to recover and that 
the judgment should be reversed.”’

‘I am very much surprised,” said Gen. 
Grosvenor, “that the distinguished Chair- 
man of the River and Harbor Committee 
should have made so sweeping a statement 
in regard to subsidies, inasmuch as, if I 
understand the matter correctly, he is the 
leader and champion of the greatest scheme 
of subsidy ever entered upon by the United 
States. No committee of the House of 
Representatives, from the time when the 
doctrine of aid to public works was set- 
tled beyond dispute as legal, has done a 
moiety of the subsidy business that has 
been reported from the River and Harbor 
Committee. 

“By far the narrowest and most selfish 
appropriations, and the most personal and 
least public of all the subsidies proposed 
now or that ever were proposed, are car- 
ried in the river and harbor appropriations. 
If I were not a strong advocate of river 
and harbor improvements, I think I could 
take up Mr. Burton's bill of the last Con- 
gress, even without the aid of ex-Senator 
Carter, and show how far away from pub- 
lic benefaction a large amount of that ap- 
propriation is. What I have said now is 
only an introdyction to what I may say in 
the future, but I now desire to call atten- 
tion to a question which I will put as the 
basis of some further argument at some 
future day in some other forum.” 

After a few further remarks on this line, 
Gen. Grosvenor said: 

‘The subsidy of the ocean transportation 
system is the hand maiden of the enormous 
system of waterway improvements in the 
United States. It is a small and humble 
cost, for the entire cost for the first year 
is estimated at $4,000,000 and the total cost 
for twenty years will not be sufficient, in 
the aggregate, to complete three or four of 
the projects carried in the River and Har- 
bor bill to be submitted to Congress. 

‘“‘By what has been said and cannot be 
contradicted, the two systems, the one for 
appropriations for the improvements of 
rivers and harbors and the other for expen-, 
diture of subsidy for peg mm lines of the 
ocean, are, in essence, identical in prin- 
ciple. And there is but a single question 
connected with either one of them, and that 
is, Is the re riation wise? I did not 
enter upon t iscussion for the purpose 
of arguing that question. By this identical 
line of reasoning, which, in my judgment, is 
unanswerable, the fact is established that 
the expenditure for the reclamation of arid 
land so vigorously clamored for, and for 
which such strong arguments are being pre- 
sented, is simply a subsidy on all fours in 

rinciple with the subsidy in steamship 
fines. The enormous expenditure of money 
required for the irrigation scheme, and in- 
sisted upon by so many able and intelligent 
gentlemen, is wholly inconsistent with the 
outcry against subsidies for steamship lines 
and the improvements of rivers and harbors 
which many of the irrigation advocates are 
making.”

* Whet is the matter with them?”

BISSERT’S APPEAL DISMISSED. 


United States Supreme Court Affirms 
Order Refusing Writ of 


Habeas Corpus. 

The United States Supreme Court in 
Washington yesterday affirmed the order 
of Judge Lacombe of the Federal Court in 
New York refusing a writ of habeas corpus 
in the case of George F. Bissert, the ward- 
man of the East Fifth Street Station, who 
was convicted of receiving bribes from 
Lena Schmidt, and was sentenced to five 
years in State Prison. 

Bissert served under Capt. Diamond, who 
in Albany last week was convicted of 
neglect of duty in failing to suppress Lena 
Schmidt's disorderly house. 

District Attorney Philbin yesterday, com- 
menting on the decision of the United 
Etates Supreme Court, said he knew of no 
reason now why Bissert should not at once 
be sent to Sing Sing, and that in all proba- 
bility he would be sent there this week. 
Another appeal is now pending in the Court 
of Appeals in this State, but that, the Dis- 
trict Attorney said, would not act as a 
etay. 

District Attorney Gans yesterday made 
application for the return of the proposed 
case of appeal in the Bissert case before 
Recorder Goff in the Court of General Ses- 
sions on the ground that the case did not 
conform to the rules and that a good deal 
of unnecessary evidence had been included 
which the law did not admit. 

Mr. Vorhaus, attorney for Bissert, ob- 
jected to the application, claiming that in

OF DEVERY AND DIAMOND. 


The Deputy Commitsioner’s Fight to be 
Reinstated in the Uniformed Force 


—Captain Diamond’s Chances. 

Police Commissioner Murphy had not, 
when he left Police Headquarters yester- 
day, received official information of the 
conviction at Albany Nov. 27 of Capt. 
Thomas J. Diamond, who was indicted for 
neglect of duty and punished with a fine 
of $1,000. Several courses are open to the 
Police Commissioner in dealing with Capt. 
Diamond's case. It is generally held that 
the defendant. was convicted of a misde- 
meanor. There exist several precedents 
for drastic action in dropping him from 
the rolls. One is the case of a policeman 
found intoxicated in a saloon in 1887 by 
his Captain, .who arrested him, and the 
next day arraigned him before a Magis- 
trate and preferred charges against him at 
Police Headquarters. The police court 
but several days after 
the defendant was fined $10 by the Magis- 
trate. Information of this action was tele- 
graphed to the Police Board, and the man 
Was promptly dropped from the rolls, the 
department charges being ignored. 

Capt. Diamond may be restored to duty 
by Col. Murphy and his case may be left 
to the new Commissioner; or he may be 
continued under suspension until Col. Part- 
ridge assumes office. Col. Murphy, on the 
other hand, may try Capt. Diamond on 
charges based on those on which he was 
convicted by a jury. 

It is likely, it is said at the Central Of- 
fice, that the Commissioner will leave Capt. 
Diamond to be dealt with by Col. Part- 
ridge: The Commissioner has of late, it is 
pointed out, shown an increasing disposi- 
tion to side with the views of District At- 
torney Philbin.

If he is 
convicted of oppression in the case of Offi- 
cer O'Neill, it is contended that he will be 
convicted as plain Mr Devery, and not as a 
member of the uniformed force, so that 
such conviction will have no bearing on 
his suit to be declared as never having 
left the uniformed force. 

Friends of Mr. Devery say 
stated he would be ‘“‘ dumped among"’ the 
Inspectors as were the Deputy Chiefs, it 
being, of course, impossible to reinstate 
him as Chief, the office held by law by the 
Police Commissioner. 


CAPT. GANNON’S INDICTMENT. 


Mr. Olcott, His Attorney, Moves to In- 
spect Minutes of the Grand Jury 
That Indicted Him. 
Ex-District Attorney Olcott moved yes- 
terday for permission to inspect the min- 
utes of the Grand Jury which returned 
the indictment against Capt. Gannon, who 
is charged with neglect of duty. Mr. Olcott 

said: 

“The defendant in this action has been 
a member of the police force for a number 
of years and has always borne an unblem- 
ished reputation, He distinguished him- 
self as a saver of human life while he was 
attached to the High Bridge Station and 
also at the Central Park Station, ate 
made a number of daring rescues The 
sreatest part of his time as a policeman 
was spent in those sections up town, and 
when he was made a Captain and placed 
in charge of the East Twenty-second Street 
Station he was confronted with conditions 
with which he was totally unfamiliar. 
Some of the residents of the precinct had 
complained to him about the house on East 
Fifteenth Street and he was doing all in his 
power to get evidence against the house 
when the raid was made by Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Sanford on evidence which 
he obtained outside of the department. 

‘It is not true, as was printed in the 
papers, that he was in the house at the 
time of the raid, but he came in while it 
was in progress because he heard that a 
raid was being made in his precinct. 

‘Furthermore, this is the only house in 
his precinct which was objected to or to 
which the prosecution can point as of a 
disorderly charocter, ard we can prove to 
the entire satisfaction of the court that he 
was doing all he could to get evidence 
against the house at the time it was raided. 

‘I assure you that we do not make this 
motion for the purpose of delaying the 
case~ On the contrary we are most anxious 
that it should be tried at this term, but we 
think that we have the right to know on 
what grounds the Grand Jury found the 
indictment, for we can conceive of no rea- 
son why he should be charged with a 
guilty knowledge of the conditions which 
it is alleged existed at that place.” 

Recorder Goff reserved decision on the 
motion until this morning. The case 
against Edward Glennon of the West Thir- 
tieth Street Station was set for trial on 
Dec. 16. 


COL. MURPHY SEES MR. PHILBIN 


The Police Commissioner Believes the 
Result of the Diamond Trial 
Will Be Salutary. 


Police Commissioner Murphy 
District Attorney Philbin yesterday and 
was closeted with him for some time. At 
the conclusion of the interview Mr. Phil- 
bin said that they had dealt in reminis- 
cences principally, bearing on the events 
of the past year, though he admitted that 
Col. Murphy had said that he thought the 
Diamond case would have a most salutary 
effect on the department.

Distress Signal of Woman Attacked by 
Her Husband Was Effective. 


Hoboken firemen had a run for nothing 
yesterday because Matthew Dinsmore, fifty 
years old, threatened to kill his wife in 
their home, on the top floor of the tenement 
Adams Street. Escaping to a front 
room, the woman set fire to a pillow and 
waved it from the window as a signal of 
distress. The blaze was seen by Policemen 
Leahy and Condon, who, thinking the build- 
ing was afire, turned in an alarm from the 
nearest box and then rushed into the house 
to arouse the inmates. 

Had there been a fire there they might 
have saved themselves this trouble, for 
almost everybody in the house had already

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MR. PHILBIN PRAISED 
BEFORE NEW GRAND JURY 


Recorder Goff Talks of His Tireless 
Attention to Duty. 


Warns the Jurors Against Using Their 


Position for the Protection of 


Public Wrongdoers. 


In charging the Grand Jury yesterday, 
Recorder Goff outlinga the duties of a 
Grand Juror and said that they had been 
chosen out of a list of 40,000 petit jurors 
on account of their high standing for in- 
tegrity. 

After impressing upon them that abso- 
lute secrecy was compulsory, he said that 
among the motives which might actuate a 
man who was called upon to serve as a 
member of the Grand Jury was that of per- 
sonal aggrandizement. 

‘A man,”’ said he, who would make 
use of his vote and influence as a member 
of the Grand Jury for the protection of the 
public or private wrongdoer or of some 
social, financial, political, or religious in- 
terest, or to subserve, in pursuance of any 
express or implied understanding, a person 
or party, or private interests or personal 
prejudices—such a man is unspeakable as 
a Grand Juror. I am sure that all honor- 
able men join with me in the hope that 
there are none such on the panel of this 
county. But if, unfortunately, there be 
such, and he reveal his purpose by a fla- 
grant disregard of everything that is right 
and just, according to the conscience of all 
honorable men, after making due allow- 
ance for an honest difference of opinion, 
the attention of the court should be in- 
voked, for it must be borne in mind that 


the honor and integrity of the Grand Jury 
as a whole are in the keeping of the indi- 
vidual members.”’ 

The Recorder said that there are now in 
prison, awaiting trial, 207 prisoners under 
indictment and 607 on bail; also, 110 in jail 
awaiting indictment and 85 on bail. 

In concluding, Recorder Goff spoke of 
Mr. Philbin, who sat by his side on the 
be neh. He said: 

‘I consider it proper here, gentlemen of 
the Grand Jury, to call your attention to 
the fact that, under all the circumstances, 
this is a very favorable showing, and that 
it has been produced by the District Attor- 
ney, who ends his professional connection 
with the prosecution of crime in this coun- 
ty with this term of court, and it is but 
meet and proper that I should advert to 
the fact that, though on his appointment 
to office, but a year ago, he was surround-

MORE SMALLPOX AT BAYONNE. 


Strict Quarantine Established and Thou- 
sands of Laborers and Children 
to be Vaccinated. 
Special to The New York 

BAYONNE, N. J., Dec. 2.—Two new cases 
of smallpox are reported in the old Con- 
stable Hook section of Bayonne, N. J., by 
Dr. Archibald C. Forman, the city’s Health 
Physician. This makes five in a 
densely populated tenement section, one of 
which has proved fatal. 

A number of special policemen were sworn 
in this morning by Mayor Egbert Seymour 
to assist the Police Department in main- 
taining the quarantine established last 
Wednesday morning. The public school in 
the Fifth Ward, with its annex, near the 
location of the contagion, was closed to-day 
for an indefinite period. 

Throughout various other public schools 
vaceination is to be made compulsory. St. 
Mary’s Roman Catholic parochial school of 
1,000 started a wholesale vaccination to-day, 
by order of the Rey. Isaac P. Whelan, rec- 
tor of that church. Nearly all of the oil re- 
fineries and other large works at Old Con- 
stable Hook to-day began the vaccination 
of employes. About six thousand men and 
boys are employed in these works. 

The latest victims of smallpox are Helen 
Waener, aged eleven years, and John Gee- 
ry, aged twenty-seven. The health and city 
authorities believe they the 
contagion. 


BAY WINDOW SUIT DISMISSED. 


Property Owner Sought to Have Projec- 
tions on Six Houses Removed. 
Justice Lawrence, in the Supreme Court, 
yesterday dismissed the suit brought by 
Mrs. Charlotte Y. Ackerman, wife of Gil- 
bert F. Ackerman, a retired merchant, 
against Clurence F. True, an architect and 
builder, for an injunction to restrain him 
from continuing to permit the fronts of six 
houses on Riverside Drive to project three 
feet beyond the line of her premises. It 
was alleged that the bay windows and ex- 
tended cornices of the houses constituted 
unlawful obstructions and cut off the view 
of the Hudson River and Riverside Drive 
by reason of which the plaintiff was dam- 
aged to the extent of $10,000. The case 
has been in the courts for the past three 

years, 

Mrs. Ackerman bought from Mr. True, 
who is an architect and builder, the coruer 
lot at Eighty-second Street and Riverside 
Drive several years ago and erected on it 
a residence in which she now lives. Mr. 
True then built six houses atong the Drive 
and reaching to Ejighty-third Street. He 
obtained from the Park Department a per- 
mit to build the bow windows and extended 
cornices on the facades. 

Justice Lawrence, in his decision, says 
that Mrs. Ackerman was guilty of laches 
in not objecting to the erection of the al- 
leged obstructions while the houses were 
building, as she had been acquainted wit 
the plans of the architect. He holds that 
the question as to whether the extensions 
on the houses are unlawful can only arise 
between the municipal authorities and the 
owner of the houses, and that in the suit 
in issue a court of equity should not be 
asked to compel the taking down of the ob- 
structions.

Congress, it ought promptly and clearly to 
xpress the sentiment of its constituency. 
‘It was also the sentiment that the best 
interests of the country, and even of the 
Republican Party, as well as of the Demo- 
cratic Party, required a clear, honest, per- 
sistent, and unwearying assertion of those 
things for which the Democratic Party 
stands. This view the Brooklyn Dem»- 
crats have strenuously pressed for the 
past three years.

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SUNDAY ‘QUESTION 
: AS WOMEN VIEW IT 


National Sabbath Alliance Protests 
Against Open Saloons. 


Financial Failure of Two Expositions At- 
tributed to Sunday Opening—Argu- 
ments of the Rev. Dr. Kneeland. 


The Woman's National Sabbath Alliance 
‘registered its protest yesterday against the 
proposed plan to open the saloons of New 
“York on Sundays. It w&s the seventh an- 
nual meeting of the organization, the ses- 
sion ‘being held in the chapel of the Fifth 
Avenue Baptist Church. 

About 100 women were present, they rep- 
resenting branches of the alliance in many 
ana churches. Mrs. Darwin R. 
James presided. She said that according 
as the battle for a strictly observed Sab- 
bath was won or lost in this country, so 
would go the final decision in the great 
majority of the moral struggles that were 
agitating the country. 

One of the features of the session was 

‘the’ annual report ‘of the organization read 
by the Secretary. This report called atten- 
tion to the fact that the Woman's Na- 
tional Sabbath Alliance made a strong pro- 
test against opening the Buffalo Exposi- 
tion on Sundays, and the further fact that 
the Exposition was a financial failure. It 
was stated that the effect of the lesson 
taught by this failure had been felt all over 
the country. 
"-“ The Buffalo and the Omaha Exposi- 
tions,” said this report. ‘‘at which the 
gates were opened on Sundays, failed of 
financial success. On the other hand, the 
Philadelphia Centennial Exposition of 1876, 
which closed its gates on Sundays, was a 
brilliant success finangially.”’ 

It was said that a vigorous effort would 
be made to insure the closing of the Louis- 
jana Purchase Exposition at St. Louis on 


* Sunduys. 


The principal ldress was delivered by 
the Rev. Dr. Martin D. Kneeland, Gen- 
eral Secretary of the New England Sab- 
bath Protective League. His subject was 
“The Most Vital Issue ot the Twentieth 
Century.” Dr. Kneeland first devoted him- 
self to a characterization of what he called 
the foes of the Christian Sabbath. 

“These foes,’ he said, ‘are: 1. Open 
opposers, such as unbelievers and Anarch- 
ists. 2. The’ indifferent ones, who care 
not one wayor another. 3. The greedy 
worldiings” Y society, who, care more for 
an increase of their finances than for the 
welfare of their fellow-men; these people 
are continually inventing new forms of 
labor which may be prosecuted as ‘ necés- 
sities.’ 

4, Lovers of pleasure who are so caught 
by the infection of Sunday holidays that 
they forget that something is more, valua- 
ble than their personal gratification; these 
People have been largely fesponsible for 
the introduction into American life of the 
Continental custom of keeping saloons open 
on Sunday. I come to you “from Boston, 
but I tell you that it would be an unut- 
terable sorrow to Boston and to the entire 
Christian portion of this Nation of ours 
if this great city and State should leave 
the other cities and States of the country 
and follow in this downward course of de- 
struction. Let no man or woman in this 
city’ dare to range themselves on the side 
of the enemies of the Lord's Day who 
would.bring the saloon more directly into 
our midst. 

“5 Thén there are the mysti4cal opti- 
mists, those who see no danger in the 
present situation. I do not believe that 
persons holding such a view as this are 
worthy to be eitizens either of heaven or 
the earth. As a sixth class, there are the 
dyspeptic pessimists who say we have lost 
the sia. fashioned Sabbath and that there 
is no nee to try to resusictate it. 

“With a)l of these forces against vs, 
there are many to say that it is scarcely 
worth while to agitate for the old-fash- 
foned Sabbath, but I feel that there are 

n indisputable reasons why the Christian 
abbath should be more strictly observed 
now than ever before. 

*In the first place, the intense pressure 
of modern life demands a weekly rest day. 
Secondly, the maintenance of family life 
renders a weekly day of rest an economic 
riecessity. Thirdly, the great modern city 
roblem cannot be solved*unless attention 
& paid to the Sabbath Day. Fourthly, the 
depleted rural communities of our coun- 
try demand the refining, saving influences 
of this day of moral and spiritual develop- 
ment. In the fifth place, the craving for 
stimulants in thisgNation has made the 
open saloon and t ‘desec rated Lord's Day 
twin evils. To mdrry them in this great 
City of New York would be the most stu- 
pendous crime of the age and the greatest | 

sible folly in the Government of New 
ork City. As q sixth reason, the ficti- 
tious demands of fashion are intruding 
more “and more upon the Sabbath, end 
should be suppressed. Seventh, the self- 
complacency of rapidly increasing wealth 
has: a tendency to divert Sunday to in- 
ferior uses. Eighth, the inordinate crav- 
= for pastimes turning Sunday into a day 
ort is weakening our National life. 
Sinth. the grasping greed of the age is 
eclaimi seven- days of work from men, 
while their constitutions are equal to but 
six. .Tenth, the growth of: wealth has 
brought demoralization into our National 
life, and the strengthening of Sabbath ob- 
servance will place matters upon a new 
footing.”

STATUTE INTERFERES 
WITH DAMAGE SUITS 


Little Money for Those Injured in 
the Northfield Disaster. 


United States Law Says a Ferry Com- 
pany Is Liable Only to the Extent 
of the Value of the Dam- 
aged Craft. 


The attorneys interested in claims grow- 
ing out of the collision off the Battery last 
June of the ferryboats Northfield of the 
Staten Island line and the Mauch Chunk 
of the Central Railroad of New Jersey 
which resulted in the sinking of the Northé 
field, the loss of three lives, and injury to 
a number of passengers, have found an ob- 
stacle in the United States statutes which 
makes recovery for the loss practically im- 
possible. 

This law provides that a ferry or steam- 
ship company is Hable for damage only to 
the extent of the value of the damaged 
craft at forced sale. One of the peculiar 
features of this aoase is that while it is con- 
tended by the authorities that the law is 
very old, none of the lawyers has had any 
previous knowledge of the existence of the 
statute. a 

Applied to the case of the disaster in 
question the law means that ott of the 
surrender sale of the two craft a little more 
than $40,000 is available with which to set- 
tle claims now aggregating more than 
$200,000. 

The section of the law in question, 4.2° 
as copied from the United States General 
Statutes, is as follows: 

The Hability of the owner of any vessel for 
any embezzlement, loss, or destruction by any 
person of any property, goods, or merchandise 
shipped or put on board such vessel, or for any 
lcss, damage, or forfeiture occasioned without 
the privity or knowledge of such owner or 
owners shall tn no case exceed the amount or 
value of the interest of such owner tn such ves- 
sel and her freight then pending. 

After the colltston the Staten Island Rap- 
id Transit Company surrendered the North- 
field, and it cost about $2,000 more to raise 
her from the bottom of the harbor than 
she brought at the subsequent sale. The 
sum of $25.45 in ferrlage was collected, and 
this was her contribution toward the pay- 
ment for the destruction of life and prop- 
erty. Later the Mauch Chunk was surren- 
dered and brought a little over $40,000, 
which will be apportioned among about 
forty-five claimants. 

Among these claimants, according to 
United States Commissioner Alexander, will 
undoubtedly be the Staten Island Rapid 
Transit Company. the owners of the North- 
field, who will claim that the Mauch Chunk 
was wholly to blame for the accident, and 
will ask for a pro rata share of the $40,000. 
The cases will come before Commissioner 
Alexander in January. 

ore Commissioner, when seen yesterday, 

said: 
“The statute is as old as the hills, and 
was practically handed down to us by Eng- 
land. The act is for the encouragement of 
shipping, and is intended to prevent the 
sudden demoralization of a maritime com- 
pany, which in its infancy might lose a 
vessel and be swamped by damage claims. 
The law applies to all vessels.”’

““We regard the Vesey 


its omission would not affect the other improve- 
ments reccmmended.”’ 

I would recommend that the Vesey Street line 
be omitted. If it were constructed and trains 
Were run on a headway that would be at all 
satisfactory on that line and on the Centre Street 


line at the same time, there would be a series | 


of grade crossings with loaded trains where the 
two lines came together, which in my judgment 
could not be permitted if the safety of passen- 
gers were to be considered. 

If the Centre Street and Vesey Street lines 
were built, the connections at the bridge ter- 


minal would be so complicated that it would be | 


impossible to retain the present tail switching 
tracks, and this I consider vitally important. It 
is proposed to run through trains on forty-five sec- 
onds headway; I do not think this is practicable 
or possible, and hence I desire to retain the tail 
switching system, so that if at any time through 
trains cannot be run on the specified headway, 
they can he supplemented by local bridge trains, 
as is now done during the evening rush, and in 
case of an entire blockade of through trains on 
the elevated roads connecting with the bridge, 
the entire traffic could be taken care of by 
local bridge trains. 


AN ENDLESS TRACK. 


The report favors a system of elevated 
railroads designed eventually to form an 
endless track over which trains will circle 
across all of the new bridges now proposed 
south of Delancey Street. The principle is 
the one suggested by the Board of Expert 


Engineers appointed under the laws of this 
year, to look into the problem how to re- 
lieve the evil, and it is practically to dis- 
tribute the taking-on places of the passen- 
gers over a wide area rather than to per- 
mit them to jam and crowd in a single 
spot, as is now the case at the bridge en- 
trance. 

Commenting on the recommendation of 
the board of experts and the system of 
elevated roads, the Chief Engineer says: 

In this recommendation of the Board I con- 
cur. There is no possible temporary arrange- 
ment that has yet been suggested that will 
relieve the congestion at the New York terminal, 
and relief can be had only by the completion 
of the other bridges and the exeecution of the 
plans approved above (the elevated road plans.) 

Subject to the sanction of the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment the follow- 
ing are the new lines of elevated railroads 
that will be built at an early date. 

An elevated structure, from the Park 
Row end of the bridge to run up Centre 
Street, up Marion Street to Spring Street, 
through Spring Street to Delancey Street. 
and to the Manhattan end of the new East 
River Bridge, which already spans the 
Stream. As soon as the new bridge at the 
foot of Canal Street has been completed it 
is further recommended that a branch be 
built running from a Station on Canal 
Streét of the proposed new road, down 
Canal Street to connect with Bridge No. 38, 
not yet begun. 

On Centre Street, just north of Worth 
Street, it 1s recommended that a commo- 
dious new station for the taking on of pas- 
sengers be built, and also that here be In- 
stalled sidings and switches for tail- 
switching and returning trains. 
As recommended 4 Mr. Martin, the new 
rodd will run through Grand Street up and 
beyond the Second Avenue trains, so that 
connection could be made by stations with 
both the Second and -the Third Avenue 
Elevated Railroads. Commenting on this 
arrangement, the report says: 


As soon as that portion of the proposed ele- 
vated road is built from the existing bridge 
terminal, through Centre Street and through 
Grand Street, up to and beyond the Second 
Avenue elevated railroad (on Allen Street) an 
immediate relief to the congestion at the Man- 
hattan terminal of the bridge railway will be 
obtained, because passengers on their way to 
the present bridge by way of the Second and 
Third Avenue elevated railways will transfer 
at the Grand Street stations to trains that 
will approach the bridge on the Centre Street 
extension of the bridge railway. 

Again the proposed stations at Worth, Canal, 
and Grand Streets will be used by’ the people 
who come from points west of Centre Street and 
north of Duane Street, who now go to the pres- 
ent bridge terminal. Those stations will be 
nearer to them than the bridge station, and by 
taking at that point the cars that will pass over 
the bridge, they would avoid the crush at the 
bridge entrance. 

Another alteration recommended in the 
report is to convert the 
floor into a trolley terminal, each track to 
be connected with a separate stairway. 
thus preventing the present necessity of 
crossing tracks at the risk of life and iimb. 

Further recommendations are that a com- 
modious entrance stairway be built at 
Rose Street, to accommodate a small army 
of passengers working in that vicinity. 

1 the present stairway leading from 
William Street to the first floor of the

LOCATION OF THE STATIONS. 


Plans that were submitted with the re- 
port show the following stations: One at 
Worth and Centre Streets, one at Centre 
and Howard Streets, one each at the junec- 


tions of the Second and the Third Avenue 
railroads. The station proposed for the 
Canal Street branch, to be built when 
Bridge No. &% has been completed, will be, 
according to the plans, at the Third Ave- 
nue crossing with Canal Street, 

No provision has been made in the report 
for the financiering of the new structure. 
Tyvo plans have been suggested. One is for 
the city to build ft, the other is for the 
Rapid Transit Company to build it. Con- 
troller Coler, when seen yesterday, said: 

“IT have not yet studied the report, but 
it seems to me at first sight that if the 
city were to undertake the building, owing 
to the debt Mmit, it would seriously inter- 
fere with the proposed plans for the tunnel 
under the East River. Therefore, if no 
other reason suggests itself just now, I 
should say that it were advisable for the 
city to allow the Rapid Transit Company to 
build.”’ ‘

of Estimate and Apportionment runs the 
scheme through before Jan. 1, will be the 
Controller to act on the improvement, said 
gehen ot the same as Controller Coler.

is opinion the building of the road by the 
city would seriously interfere with boring 
the East River tunnel. 

Géneral Manager J. C. Brackenridge of 
the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Road said: 

“The extension through Centre Street 
coulu be begun at once, provided the 
plan received the approval of the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment, and the pres- 
ent overcrowded condition of the bridge re- 
lieved perbape 50 per cent. within six 
months. While this extension was in 
course of construction, each additional sta- 
tion could be opened for passenger service 
as reached. As soon as the first station, 
situated at Worth Street, was reached, the 
increased trackage and switching facilities 
would enable the railroad to operate at 
least 25 per cent. more cars an hour, 

“The facility with which passengers 
could be handled throughout the entire 
length of this extension must be apparent 
to every one, as trains operated in a circus 
lating system will be loaded, no matter in 
which way they are going. 

“The extension will cost one-quarter the 
amount needed for the ‘pneumatic tube’ 
tunnel and would be completed in one-fifth 
the time, and would be a convenience to 
many tho'/sands more of Brooklynites than 
two tunnels. It would, in addition, accom- 
plish something which the tunnel would 
not—the wiping out entirely of the crush at 
the New York entrance the bridge. 

““In reality this bridge’extension will not 
eost the City of New York one cent. The 
raflrcad companies utilizing the structure 
the same as now and using the present 
span, will not only pay an annual rental 
equal to the interest on the bonds, but will 
also contribute 1 per cent. additional upon 
the cost of the construction, to create a 
sinking fund which will redeem the bonds 
w fall due.” , :

WANT REORGANIZATION 


|| Willoughby Street to Enlist the 


Support of Independents. 


| 
| George Foster Peabody May Be the 


Chairman of the County Commit- 
tee—Edward M. Shep- 
ard’s Statement. 





] 
| The Willoughby Street leaders are taking 
| Steps to effect a reorganization of the Dem- 
| ocratic Party in Brooklyn, and with that 
| end in view an attempt is being made to 
enlist the sympathy and support of the 
| independent Democratic element in the bor- 
| ough. It is known that overtures have 
| been made to several of the independent 
| leaders and that Edward M. Shepard is a 


prominent factor in the plan for reorgani- 
zation. 

The scheme is said to include a remodel- 
ing of the Democratic General Committee 
of Kings County by placing upon it some 
twenty independent Democrats. 

The annual meeting of the General Com- 
mittee will be held to-night, when a 
eessor to James Moffett as Chairman is to 
be chosen. Mr. Moffett is no longer a mem- 
ber of the committee. It is thought proba- 
ble that the election of a new Chairman 
will be deferred in order that some man not 
too closely identified with the affairs of the 

organjzation may be selected. 

Mr. Shepard admitted that the leaders 

| had decided to reorganize the General Com- 
mittee. 

“I understand,”’ said Mr. Shepard, ‘‘ that 


the leaders wish to have some of the so- 
called independents join the General Com- 
mittee, Some such plan is in contempla- 
ticn, but | cannot go into details concern- 
ing the matter. Tne men of the regular 
Organization desire that there shall be a 
ecmplete harmony among alt the Demo- 
crats in the county.” 

A meeting of the 
District leaders of the county was held 
last night at the Constitution Club, on 
Schermerhorn Street, at which the plan for 
| reorganization was discussed, The propo- 
sition that Democrats who are not closely 
affiliated with the regular organization be 
admitted to membership in the County 
Committee was submitted, and was finally 
approved, A list of names of independents 
for places on the County Committee was 
then talked over. 

t was said after the meeting that no 
decisive action was taken as to these 
names. It was agreed, it was said, that 
the so-called independents should hav: 
from fifteen to twenty places on the com- 
mittee. 

Among the names discussed were those 
of George Foster Peabody, A. Augustus 
Healy, Herman A. Metz, Theodore A. 
Banta, and Harrington Putnam. All of 
these men were active in support of Mr. 
Shepard’s candidacy for the Mayoralty. 
_Bridge Commissioner John L. Shea, 
Chairman of the Democratic Executive 
Committee, who was present at the meet- 
ing, said, when seen afterward, that the 
Chairmanship of the County Committee 
had not been discussed by the district 
leaders. It was learned, however, that it 
is almost a certainty that some Democrat 
who is not closely identified with the regu- 
lar organization would be chosen as the 
head of the committee. 

The belief obtained among well-informed 
local Democrats last night that George 
Foster Peabody would be elected Chairman 
of the County Committee, if he would con- 
sent to accept the office. It was said, in 
fact, that Mr. Peabody had already been 
practically determined upon for the Chair- 
manship by the leaders. 

At the home of Mr. Peabody, 28 Monroe 
Place, last night, it was said that he was 
out of town, and it could not, therefore, be 
learned from him whether he would accept 
the Chairmanship, if it should be offered 
to him. The names of Harrington Putnam 
and Theodore M. Banta were also men- 
tioned in connection with the office. 


CHICAGO DEMOCRATS SPLIT. 


One Faction Shut Out of Headquarters 
Organizes in a Hotel. 
CHICAGO, Dec. 2.—The annual meeting 
of the Cook County Democratic Central 
Committee to-day resulted in a split and 
two committees were organized. One or- 
ganized under the auspices of Chairman 
Thomas Gahan in the Sherman House. The 


other organized under the direction of Rob- 
ert E. Burke at Democratic Headquarters, 
145 Randolph Street. 

Chairman Gahan and his supporters first 
tried to gain admission to the headquarters. 
They were barred out and returned to the 
Sherman House and held their meeting. All 
the votes taken at the Gahan meeting were 
unanimous. 

A committee was appointed to secure 
possession of the party records and head- 
quarters. The controversy between the 
two fractions will come up in Court first 
on the applications for writs of replevin 
or entry, it is thought.

Jersey City Man Found the Pot Empty, 
and the Animal, Whose Nose Was 
Daubed, Slept for 24 Hours. 
Henry Sonnemann of 165 Fulton Ave- 
nue, Jersey City, is a painter. At the rear 
of his home is a stable in which he keeps 
a pony. He also stores paints in the 
stable. He mixed a quantity of green 
paint Saturday night. In his haste to 


keep an appointment he forgot to feed the 
pony. When he went to the stable Sunday 
morning the paint was gone. He found the 
pony’s nose and mouth deeply colored with 
green paint, for which reason he has no 
doubt that the pony ate (or drank) the 
paint. 
.The animal was asleep, 
efforts to awaken it, though enforced witha 
heavy whip, were useless. The pony 
slept all day, and when it did awake 
seemed to be dazed. It brightened a bit 
when he emptied a bucket of oats into the 
marger, and managed to consume the 
grain. When Sonnemann went to the sta- 
ble yesterday morning the pony was all 
right and ready for the day’s work. 
Sonnemann’s neighbors have a theory 
about the matter that acquits the pony of 
an unnatural appetite. They say that some 
friends of Sonnemann carried the paint 
away after putting enough of it on the 
ny’s nose to establish a case of circum- 
stantial evidence. But Sonnemann says if 
that is true his pony must have been 
drugged, because it slept for more than 
twenty-four hours. 


HURT ON STATION PLATFORM. 


Brooklyn Man Crushed by a Car— 
Crowd Pushed Him Forward. 
Daniel Slater, sixty years old, of 201 
Seventeenth Street, Brooklyn, was badly 
injured last night by being crushed between 
a motor car and the station platform at 


the Thirty-sixth Street station of the Fifth 
Avenue elevated road in Brooklyn. 

The place where Slater was injured is 
used by a large unmber of passengers 
who change there from the elevated trains 
to the surface lines running to the sur- 
burbs There was a big crowd on the 
platform at the time and in the crush 
Slater was pushed down between a car 
that was just pulling out and the platform. 

His chest was crushed, and three of his 
ribs were broken. He was taken to the 
Norwegian Hospital, where it was said 
late last night that his condition was 
very serious. Charles Shattuck, the motor- 

man of the train, was arrested.

Woman Presented There by Supt. Blair 
Who Was Accused of Keeping 
Her a Prisoner. 

In accordance with the writ of habeas 
corpus issued by Justice Clarke last week 
on the application of George C. 
MacLaughlin, to compel George Blair, Su- 
perintendent of the Outdoor Poor, to pro- 
duce Ellen Duff, seventy-two years 
in the Supreme Court, before Justice Beach, 
now sitting in Special Term, Part J., the 
woman was brought down to court yester- 
day. Mr. Blair told his side of the an- 
troversy over the possession of the woman. 

Mr. MacLaughlin accused Superintendent 
Blair of imprisoning the woman in a con- 
vent in Blauvelt, N. Y., and obtaining from 
her nearly $5,000. Mr. Blair said yesterday 
that the woman had been brought to his 
office in a filthy and dilapidated condition, 
a physical wreck from exposure and lack 
of care, and as he could find nobody who 
would care for her he sent her to the con- 
vent in Blauvelt. There she received the 
best of care until her mind began to be af- 
fected, and she finally fell into the hands 
of Lawyer MacLaughilin.

SAVED NEGRO FROM CROWD. 


He Had Stabbed a Man and Detectives 
Had to Use Their Clubs to 
Protect Him. 


Detectives McMullin and Manning of the 
Central Office had to use their clubs freely 
last night to protect a negro from the vio- 
lence of a west sid@ crowd. The negro, who 
had been quarreling with a white man at 
Twenty-ninth Street and Eighth Avenue, 
suddenly stabbed his opponent, who fell. 

The detectives gave chase, and at Sev- 
enth Avenue and Twenty-ninth Street 
caught the fugitive. A big crowd of men 
and boys who had joined in the pursuit 
surrounded them, and there were cries of 
‘Lynch him” and the like, and the crowd 
tried to get the negro away from the ce- 
tectives, who had to hit out right and left. 
Fearing to take their prisoner to the West 
Twentieth Street Station. they went to 
the West Thirtieh Street Station. 

There the negro gave his name as John 
Williams and said he lived at 241 West 
Twenty-ninth Street. The man stabbed 
was Martin Ryan of 162 West Twenty- 
sixth Street. He was taken to the New 
York Hospital. 


MANY MENDICANTS ARRESTED. 


Wholesale raids on medicants in the shop- 
ping district were made yesterday by an 
agent of the Charity Organization and po- 
licemen from the West Thirtieth Street 
Station in which fifteen prisoners were 
taken, thirteen being men, and two wo- 
men. James Forbes, the agent of the Char- 
ity Organization Society, went to the West 
Tnhirtieth Street Station and asked for a 
policeman and a patrol wagon, telling the 
Sergeant that he wanted to clean up the 
shoprireg district. 

Several policemen and Forbes then drove 
to Twenty-third Street and Fourteenth 
Street, where the prisoners were arrested 
in front of the department stores. All will 
be arraigned in the Jefferson Market Court 
this morning on charges of vagrancy. 

One of the prisoners was Margaret Doren- 
berger, an old Jewess, seventy-nine years 
old, who could speak no English. After 
she was in a cell tor several hours her 
daughter Mary called at the station and 
inquired for her. She denounced the arrest 
of her mother as an outrage, and said that 
they had a comfortable home and a little 
grocery store at 143 West Twenty-seventh 
Street. She cried bitterly at her mother's 
plight, and said her arrest was a terrible 
mistake. The daughter then furnished bail, 
and her mother was released. 

One of the last prisoners brought in was 
George Bayles, forty-one years old, of 41 
Bowery. Bayles is a well-known character, 
who is known as the ‘‘ human crab.’ He 
is terribly crippled from rheumatism and 
creeps along the streets with a_ short 
crutch under his left arm and a sort of 
shoe on his right hand, which he places cn 
the walk when he moves.

CERTAINLY NOT POLITICAL. 

We do not, in a somewhat extended pe- 
riod of observation of politics in the 
State of New York, recall an instance of 
a man appointed to an important post in 
the Government on the recommendation 
cf a political leader who, when ques- 
tioned, could not remember that he had 
ever enjoyed the gentleman’s acquaint- 
ance. That seems to be what has hap- 
pened in the case of Mr. CHARLES SPEN- 


CER Boyp, just named for Superintendent 
of Public Works by Gov. ODELL, with 
the indorsement of Mr. CorNe.ius N. 
Buiss. Clearly Mr. Borp’s appointment 
cannot be regarded as political. 

Since it was not political, it must be 
assumed to have been made because 
Gov. ODELL had confidence in the char- 
acter and capabilities of his appointee, 
whom he had long known. That these 
qualifications are not familiar to the 
public, and have not been made conspic- 
uous in previous service, is not necessa- 
rily a proof that they do not exist. In- 
deed, it is obvious that the Governor 
would be all the more careful because he 
was relying entirely on his own judg- 
ment. That he does rely on that, and 
in the least on Mr. Boyrnp’s party 
backing, is creditable to the Governor 
and highly encouraging to the people, 
who want good officers and do not care 
a rap about their party politics.

If any signs of a willingness to 
take that step are discernible at The 
Hague or at Vienna, they are not dis- 
cernible in London. On the other hand, 
unless and until Great Britain changes 
her position, which she has made no 
sign of intention or willingness to 
change, all that the Boers can do is to 
surrender unconditionally and trust to 
the entirely uncovenanted mercies of the 
British Government, or of the British 
commander. It is simply ridiculous to 
pretend that any man, or any body of 
men, needs to *“‘ open pourparlers ” for the 
purpose of making an unconditional sur- 
render, when his enemy has announced 
that that submission is the only thing he 
will accept. 





EDUCATION IN FINANCE. 

It is a fair inference from recent pub- 
lications of the views of Secretary Gacr, 
his emphatic paper read and discussed 
at the Bankers’ Convention at Milwaukee 
and others of like character, that he in- 
tends to bring before Congress the sub- 
ject of the completion of the reform of 
our currency and finance. It is not very 
probable that anything will be done at 
the present session, but it is important 
that the matter should be kept before 
the minds of the people and their repie- 
sentatives. 

The Secretary has long recognized that 
the gold standard is not and cannot be 
fully established while the debt of the 
Government in the form of legal-tender 
demand notes remains unpaid, or the 
notes unrepresented dollar for dollar by 
gold. The plan which the late President 
McKINLEY approved, and which has been 
repeatedly urged on Congress, providing 
that no note received into the Treasury 
for redemption should be paid out again 
except for gold, would effect the desired 
result. It would in time and gradually 
make of the notes gold certificates. It 
would complete the process of fixing the 
gold standard inflexibly, a process that 
was not accomplished by the recent act. 
That the desirability and need of such 
rounding out of the gold standard legis- 
lation should again be called to the at- 
tention of the Congress and of the Na- 
tion is a good thing. 

Another subject which the Secretary 
has much at heart is the improvement 
of the banking system in such manner 
as to make it more capable of responding 
safely and easily to the changing needs 
of business, and avoiding the alternat- 
ing seasons of congestion and scarcity of 
currency or credit which now occur. 
What form the suggestions of the Secre- 
tary will take in this direction it is im- 
possible to predict, but that they will be 
clearly stated and intelligently advo- 
cated we may be sure. There has been no 
Secretary of the Treasury since the la- 
mented HuGH McCULLOUGH who has had 
so adequate and practical a conception of 
the true functions of banks and of the 
principles legislation with regard to them 
should observe as Mr. GaGcw has. His 
own experience in the business and his 
very enlightened study of the problems 
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involved have led him to views of un- 
usual value and utility. 

Still another matter as to which he 
may be expected to advise Congress as 
well as the people is the use of the Gov- 
ernment revenues, as they pass through 
the Treasury vaults or accumulate there- 
in. With the cash in the Treasury 
amounting to $320,000,000, in round 
numbers, and an “available cash bal- 
ance” of $167,000,000, this is an inter- 
esting question. The report of the Sec- 
retary will necessarily include a state- 
ment of the devices he has adopted from 
time to time in the purchase of bonds 
for the sinking fund, to relieve the 
money market from the embarrassment 
inseparable from this vast accumulation 
in the hands of the Government. Not 
only does it result in embarrassment for 
the public, but in loss for the Treasury, 
such as no private business would tol- 
erate for a month. It is bad enough that 
the money of the people should be taken 
for Government use beyond the amount 
required; it is worse when, after it is so 
taken, it is held idle and losing interest, 
and actually interfering with the opera- 
tions of commerce. 

As to all these matters there is a strong 
sentiment among intelligent business 
men, but they are not clearly understood 
by the general public. It is well that 
they should be discussed by the head of 
the financial department of the Govern- 
ment, and that they should be presented 
by him to Congress for such further dis- 
cussion as can there be had.

THE LONDON POSTAL TELEPHONE. 

The outcome of the agitation for a 
postal system for London 
seems to be attended with some public 
disappointment. The terms are said to 
have been “received with surprise” by 
the City Council. The particular item 
which appears to have excited the most 
evident signs of disapprobation is the 
charge of £17 for the pase of an instru- 
ment with an unlimited number of calls. 
This is certainly higher than was 
pected or promised; whether it is 
cessive depends, of course, upon 
meaning of the word unlimited, as ap- 
plied to the The 
charge named would, we assume, permit 
the subscriber to have his instrument in 
constant use, day and night, and if so 
used an annual charge of £17 would seem 
to be very moderate. Very few sub- 
scribers have use for an unlimited privi- 
lege of this kind, and where enjoyed it 
is liable to be abused. To the ordinary 
user the installation charge is to be {£4 
and £5—the latter for connections with 
all the exchanges in the County of Lon- 
don and the former for connections with 
evefything within the London municipal 
area. In addition to this installation 
charge, there is a message charge of a 
penny and twopence for local or long- 
distance calls, respectively. These rates 
cover the provision of separate lines for 
each subscriber. Where two can be ac- 
commodated on one line, the installation 
charge for the city service is £3, which 
does not, however, connect the foint 
subscribers with the Central Exchange 
of the city, where the congestion of ousi- 
ness is too great to permit the privilege 
to be enjoyed by the low-rate subscrib- 
ers. In districts outside the County of 
London the service will be still cheaper— 
about £2 for installation and a small per 
message rate.

BEFORE THE REICHSTAG 


The Chancellor, Count von Buelows 
Introduces the Measure. 


The Country Is Now Expecting the 
Greatest Parliamentary Struggle 
that It Has Ever Faced. 


BERLIN, Dec. 2.—Count von Biilow, the 
Imperial! Chancellor, in inaugurating to- 
day the greatest Parliamentary struggle 
that Germany has ever faced—that in re+ 
gard to the Tariff bill—counseled the mem- 
bers of the Reichstag to moderation of 
language, declaring that the eyes of the 
world were upon them. In opening the de- 
bate on the measure he said: ‘ 

“This bill is the most important which 
has been before the House for a long time, 
but it does not imply any deviation from 
the policy in regard to treaties of come- 
merce. On the contrary, the Federal Gov- 
ernment is firmly resolved in future to 
fursue a policy of commercial treaties in 
the interests of German industry, while,

‘The Chancellor then proceeded to say 
that the bill had been carefully prepared 
upon material furnished by experts in the 
various branches of trade and industry. 
On this basis the imperial authorities had 
built up the present bill and had submit- 
ted it to the Bundesrath, which practically 
agreed on the measure as long ago as last 
July. The bill took into account all the 
interests and wishes which were especially 
deserving of consideration, and more par- 
ticularly agriculture. But it was also ine 
tended to remedy the defects which the 
existing tariff displayed in regard to com- 
merce and industry, The Federal Govern- 
ment was fully prepared for heated con- 
flicts, but he (the Chancellor) was con- 
vinced that the new tariff offered a basis 
affording good protection to agriculture, 


industry, and trade. He hoped that in the 
ensuing discussions a sense of confidence 
in the Government would prevail. 

“The Emperor,” said the Chancellor, 
“has approved the bill, which is the result 
of several years’ comprehensive, careful 
labor, which is the outcome of the require- 
ments of German economic life, and which 
is intended, while giving, as far as possible, 
equal consideration to all interests, to meet, 
above all, the wishes for increased pro- 
tection manifested by the agriculturists. 
The justice of granting these desires, with- 
in the limits prescribed by due regard for

*In any case,’’ continued the Chancellor, 
“the Federal Government has firmly re- 
solved, in the interests of German export 
trade, to pursue this policy in the future 
as in the past, and to decide, according to 
our own judgment, upon the limits of what 
Wwe can grant without abandoning vital 
German interests. 

“I dwell especially on agriculture be- 
cause I am convinced that it is in a par- 
ticularly difficult position, while industry 
and commerce during the last decade have 
shown much more favorable develpoment. 
In view of the high importance of agri- 
culture for the nation’s power and sus- 
tenance, it should be afforded every meas- 
ure of protection compatible with the con- 
ditions of our general economic life. Ger- 
many is both an industrial and an agra- 
rian State. We must have regard for the 
millions of hands employed in the factories 
and in traffic on land and sea! It should 
be the earnest endeavor of every respon- 
sible statesman to insure and facflitate 
our share of the international exchange 
of goods, and to secure foreign treaties on 
acceptable conditions, thus promoting the 
well-being of the great mass of the popu- 
lation. 

“We shall have to conduct our debates 
and attendant domestic conflicts, which 
certainly will not be lacking, before foreign. 
ears. et us remember, throughout the 
eonflicts and party differences, that we are 
dealing in our own interests with the na- 
tional egoism which is our perfect right, 
and let us not forget that we can only pre- 
sent a united and strong front to other 
countries by demonstrating in the speeches 
and resolutions that the general welfare 
is paramount.” 

e Chancellor’s speech was greeted with 
cheers. 

The appearance of Baron von Thielmann, 
Secretary of the Imperial Treasury, was 
the signal for uproar, which was continued 
throughout his address. He urged for- 
bearance upon the part of those who were 
dissatisfied. pointed out the care with 
which the Tariff bill had been drawn up, 
and assured the House that it would fa- 
cilitate negotiations for Russian and other 
treaties. He said that in spite of h'cher 
duties on cereals the Government hoped 
to come to an understanding with the 
United States. 

A brilliant company of diplomats, titled 
women, and other persons of distinction 
filled the reserved galleries of the cham- 
ber. The speeches, however, were far less 
animated and interesting than had been 
expected. The speech of Baron von Thiel- 
mann was especially disappointing in its 
brevity, but it is understood that he is 
reserving himself for a day upon which 
the Imperial Chancellor does not speak.

JAN KUBELIK, VIOLINIST. 


Debut of the Young Bohemian Player 
at Carnegie Hall. 

Jan Kubelik, the voung Bohemian violin- 
ist, whose advent has been heralded in the 
most excited language by cable and mail, 
arrived in this city a few days ago and 
made his first appearance last night in a 
concert given at Carnegie Hall. That there 
was a large audience goes without saying. 
That there was also enthusiasm of the most 
voluminous and vigorous sort is a matter of 
Such things as large audiences and 
not left to chance when a 
performer makes his début. 
not at the beck and 
eall of managers, and there was evidence 
last night that society had decided to in- 
terest itself in the new-comer. The “ coasts 
of Bohemia ’’ emptied themselves into the 
galleries and standing room. Hence there 
were cheers. 

Kubelik, it may be briefly noted at this 
time, was born near Prague on July 5, 
1880, and is therefore twenty-one years old. 
He studied at the Prague Conservatory un- 
der Sevcik, and was graduated from the 
institution 1808 He had some success 
in Vienna and was engaged by Richter for 
London, where he was received with dem- 
onstrations such as had previously been re- 
served for Mr. Paderewski. Finally he was 
ordered to perform the King, an 
honor conferred also upon such pre-eminent 
Mr. Dan Leno, Miss Dorothy 
Hoyle, and Mr. Holbrook Blinn. Care has 
also been taken to make known the fact 
that her Majesty the Queen was overcome 
by Kubelik’s playing and that London so- 
ciety had gone quite wild about him. 

A great deal of industry and money have 
been expended in getting these facts before 
the public, and they are here repeated simply 
because a market value has been acquired 
them. Meanwhile their industrious and 
somewhat heated circulation has gone far 
toward inspiring the musical cognoscenti 
with a suspicion that Kubelik was a mere 
fiddle trickster, a mountebank of the 
bow and the sliding finger. It 
last night that this suspicion 
Was not far wrong. Kubelik was heard in 
performances of the first movement of 
Paganini’s first concerto, Spohr’s eighth 
concerto, (the ‘ Concertante,’ written for 
his own use in Italy,) and Wieniawski's 
fantasy on Russian airs. In these numbers 
young player revealed himself as a 
performer of the bravura school, 

Paganini was the master and 
the father. 

Kubelik’s playing would be 
to catalogue the technical tricks of violin 
He has an extraordinarily large 
tone. He is apparently in love with it, and 
accordingly often forces it, so that the bite 
of the frog of his bow is disagreeably audi- 
ble and there is a certain amount of rasp- 
ing of the strings, especially the fourth. 
In the highest positions the tone is at its 
best. Double stopping in all its complica- 
tions, harmonics, and chromatics, octaves 
and double octaves, this youth handles 
with wonderful brilliancy. In short, he is 
some German critics have dubbed a 
‘finger hero.’’ His bowing is free and vig- 
orous, but it is used nearly all the time to 
big tone. Of the more intimate 
witcheries of the pliant wrist and of the 
finer secrets of the pressure of the first 
finger of the right hand Kubelik, so far as 
could be discovered last night, has no high 
command or at least no tender love. He isa 
brilliant, dashing, astonishing performer, a 
Rosenthal of the violin, but not a Pader- 
ewski.

Mr. Crocker devoted himself to the prac- 
tice of his profession and rose to eminence 
at the bar. He was chosen a Justice of the 
Supreme Court of California. When the 
project of the Central Pacific Railroad was 
conceived and pushed forward to a suc- 
cessful issue, Judge Crocker was one of the 
five men whom it made rich. The others 
were his brother, Charles Crocker, Leland 
| Stanford, Mark Hopkins, and Collis P. 

Huntington. 

Judge Crocker and his wife devoted much 
| of the wealth thus secured to charities and 
| to the beautifying of the City of Sacra- 
| mento. After the death of her husband, in 
1875, Mrs. Crocker increased her charities. 
She gave land for a city cemetery and a 
big building for a city school. A magnifi- 
cent art gallery, the contents of which were 
| worth more than half a million dollars, 
which had been careful'y gathered in Eu- 
rope, was next given by Mrs. Crocker to 
Sacramento. She also founded an Old La- 
dies’ Home in that city. 

Up to the time of her death Mrs. Crock- 
er’s public and private benefactions con- 
tinued, and many in this city have been 
the objects of her quiet charity since she 
took up her residence in New York.

MARKET MOVEMENT. 

A combination of unfavorable devel- 
opments and depressing rumors gave to 
bear operators in the stock market yes- 
terday an opportunity, of which, they 
were not slow to take advantage, to 
hammer the general list and depress 
values accordingly. In the first place, 
there was the engagement of something 
over $2,000,000 in gold for export; then 
there were suggestions from Washing- 
ton, assiduously circulated by the bears, 
that legislative action is to be taken 
against the Northern Securities Com- 
pany; then came the dividend reduction 
by a subsidiary company of the Amalga- 
mated Copper Company, and, finally, 
there was a sharp, though brief, flurr) 
in call money rates to 6 per cent., fol- 
lowed by vague intimations that forth- 
with a money “ squeeze” is to be insti- 
tuted. Taking it all in all, therefore, 
the wonder is, not that the market de- 
clined, but that it held up as well as it 
did, particularly under the heavy pro- 
fessional pressure put upon it. 

There {is little reason to treat seriously 
any of yesterday's depressing influences. 
The Northern Securities Company is now 
an actual, accomplished fact. Attempt- 
ed legislation there may be against it; 
but legislation, Wall Street declares, 
cannot undo what already has been 
done. There has, it is further pointed 
out, been no consolidation such as the 
law prohibits. There has been only the 
purchase by various ifferests of ya- 
rious stocks in which these interests 
are concerned. As for the railroads 
themselves, they will be, as they have 
been in the past, operated as separate 
organizations, and in no sense as one 
company. 

As for the money situation, the testi- 
mony of representative bankers in the 
Street—J. P. Morgan among the num- 
ber—is that there will be no money 
stringency, no money “ squeeze.” If te- 
lated borrowers choose to bid rates up 
against themselves, that surely js rot 
warrant for jumping to the conclusion 
that a money panic is at once to follow. 

If all reports do not belie, President 
Roosevelt’s message to Congress to-day 
wil, be a bull, not a bear, argument. 


AMALGAMATED COPPER. 


Much to the surprise of a great many 
people who had expected a further decided 
break in the price of Amalgamated Cop- 
per, that issue (and this in a weak market) 
held firm all day—was, in fact, at times de- 
cidedly strong. Opening at 7414, it rose rap- 
idly to 76, then sagged off to 75%, then rose 
to 76%, fell again to the low figure of 72%, 
and finally closed at 73%, representing only 
a fractional net decline on dealings in 135,- 
000 shares. 

This comparative strength was due in 
part to the better feeling in the copper 
markets abroad, which encouraged some 
buying here for the long account, and in 
part to short covering. There was no news 
of the stock, but from Boston came the 


announcement that the Boston and Mon- 
tana Company, recently absorbed by the 
Amalgamated, had cut its dividend, declar- 
ing a quarterly dividend of $5 per share. 
This is a reduction of $5 from the previous 
quarterly distribution. 


No new light was thrown on the raw cop- 
per market or the actual selling price of 


the metal. In some. quarters it is asserted 
that the present price can and will he 
maintained; in others it is declared that 
secret sales have lately been made 2 and 3 
cents a pound under the quoted price. 


LOUISVILLE AND NASHVILLE. 


Members of the so-called Waldorf clique 
bought and advanced Louisville and Nash- 
ville in the early trading yesterday, putting 
out, as explanatory of their buying, a re- 

rt that the dividend on the stock is to be 
nereased next month, 

No official confirmation of this bei 
forthcoming the stock promptly dropp 
back to its original position. 

The October earnings statement of the 
company published yesterday showed an 
increase in gross of $222,440, but a decrease 
in net of $82,250, due to increased operating 
expenses.

The whole Winter wheat area has suffered to 
a greater or less extent from insufficient moist- 
ure during November.

Gold bars to the amount of $2,117,273.20 
will be shipped to Europe by to-day's 
steamships.

DEPARTMENT STORE'S 
CREDITORS TAKE ACTION 


‘The Sudden Dissolution Proceed- 
ings of a Binghamton Concern. 


Receiver of “The Metropolitan,” Its 
Former Vice President, Meets 
New York Merchants. 


‘A meeting of about 175 prominent New 
York dry goods merchants was held yes- 
terday morning at the Broadway Central 
Hotel, and there were also in attendance 
several representatives of out-of-town 
houses. The occasion was the first meet- 
ing of the creditors of ‘‘ The Metropolitan,” 
a large concern doing a department store 
business at Binghamton, this State, and 
which began its career a little over a 
month ago. 

“The Metropolitan ’’ was composed prin- 
cipally of Binghamton business men, and 
among its officers were C. H. Ackerman, 
President; C. H. Webster, Vice President; 
J. O. Dunning, Treasurer, and J. B. Dun- 
ning, Secretary, After purchasing a large 
quantity of dry goods and miscellaneous 
articles in this city, the corporation re- 
quested a brief extension of time. 

The next thing the creditors learned, ac- 
cording to statements made at the meeting 
yesterday, was when they received a postal 
ecard, under date of Nov, 21, saying that 
the company had gone into voluntary dis- 
solution and that a temporary receiver had 
been appointed by the court. Two days 
later the creditors in this city were notified 
that the receiver for the company would 
attend at the Broadway Central frotel on 
Dec. 2 to meet the creditors and lay the 
facts before them, and would submit a 
proposition which it was hoped would be 
mutually advantageous, the store in Bing- 
hamton to be closed in the meanwhile. 

When the creditors met some surprise 
Was expressed when it was learned that 
ithe temporary receiver was C. H. Webster, 
the former Vice President of ‘‘ The Metro- 
politan.”” Mr. Merchant of Binghamton, 
jcounsel for the receiver, addressed the 
jmeeting. He stated that the company had 
vassets of $104,616.04, and that its liabilities 
were $111,287.83, and he requested that a 
Chairman and Secretary of the meeting be 
elected by the creditors. 

Mr. Sprague of the Boston Dry Goods 
Company was then chosen as Chairman, 
and Alfred B. Jaworower of 119 Nassau 
‘Street, counsel for the Central Stamping 
Company, was made Secretary. Mr. Bau- 
man of Bauman & Sperling, cloak mer- 
chants, of 14 East Fourteenth Street, made 
‘a vigorous address on the necessity of im- 
mediate action, and was followed in the 
same strain by other creditors. 

On motion of J. H. Cohen of Cohen & 
Co., it was decided to appoint a committee 
of creditors to go to Binghamton, if neces- 
jsary, and investigate the whole matter. 
For fear of spoiling the Christmas trade of 
‘other stores in Binghamton, the opinion 
was expressed that it would be better not 
to throw the stock of ‘‘ The Metropolitan ”’ 
on the market there, but to bring it to 
New York, if necessary. 

Among the creditors appointed on the 
committee are J. H. Cohen. Cc. L. Sulz- 
‘berg, Otto Horwitz, F. T. Welsh, and A 
‘fred B, Jaworower. Their traveling ex- 
penses are to be borne by the receiver, and 
they will report to the creditors the latter 
part of this week. 


ACCUSED BY HIS PARTNER. 


Contractor George Fruh Arrested on 
Charge of Forgery. 


George Fruh, thirty-two years old, a con- 
tractor, Hving at the Pierrepont House, 
Brooklyn, was held by Magistrate Zeller 
yesterday in the Centre Street Police Court 
in $1,500 bail on a charge of forgery. His 
examination was set down for Deb. 24. 
Fruh was arrested Sunday night by De- 
tectice Sergeant McConville on the com- 
plaint of Edward R. Patterson, a civil en- 
gineer of 254 Bast Sixty-eighth Street. It 
is alleged that Fruh forged a bond for 
$5,000 purporting to have been issued by 
the American Bonding and Trust Company 
of Baltimore. 

Fruh and’ Patterson were partners in the 
contracting business, and a few months 
ago Patterson was the lowest bidder for a 
contract advertised by the Board of Street 
Commissioners of Hartford, His bid was 
for $10,000, and he was asked’to furnish a 
bond for $5,000. Fruh furnished the bond, 
which purported to have been issued by 
the Baltimore company. Charles H. Bunce, 
the city engineer, wrote to the company 
and received a reply to the effect that no 
such bond had been issued. The matter 
was investigated, and it was found that 
the bond was a forgery. William Flanders, 
President, and Henry J. Sage, Treasurer 
of the American Bonding and Trust Com- 
pang , joined Mr. Patterson and the Hart- 


rd officials in placing the matter before 
District Attorney Philbin.

Samuel Marks, the ticket speculator ar-

COL. MEADE’S CASE IN 
THE COURT'S HANDS 


Accused Officer Thanks His Judges 
for Their Consideration. 


If He Is Vindicated, the Judge Advocate 
Declares, the Honor of His Ac- 
cusers Is Gone. 


The case of Col. Robert L. Meade, com- 
mander of the marine barracks, who has 
been on t !al by court-martial at the Brook- 
lyn Navy Yard for the past two weeks, 
was closed yesterday afternoon, when the 
summing up by the prosecution and de- 
fense was completed. The courtroom was 
cleared, and the court, of which Rear Ad- 
miral Sumner is the President, went into 
executive session to consider the testimony 
adduced. It is expected that the court will 
present its findings to Judge Advocate 
Niblack to-day. 

There was an interesting scene in the 
afternoon when the presiding officer an- 
nounced that the case was closed. Col. 
Meade arose in his seat, and, addressing 
the court, said: 

‘*May it please the court, I desire to 
thank the court and the Judge Advocate for 
the kindness and consideration I have been 
treated with during thé progress of this 
trial.” 

The voice of the old officer trambled, and 
he appeared to be greatly affected. The 
members of the court arose when the Colo- 
nel concluded and bowed to him. 

The summing up by Lawyer Lorenzo 
Semple for the defense occupied the great- 
er part of yesterday's session. 

“TI have never been earnestly im- 
pressed with the obligation of lawyer to 
client as in this case,’’ said Mr. Semple. 
“Here stands the accused before you, a 
man in his sixtieth year, who has almost 
continually, from his early youth, devoted 
all his life, all his abilities and energies, in 
the service of his country.”’ 

Mr. Semple declared that it was incom- 
prehensible and impossible that a man of 
Col. Meade’s life and record could be guilty 
of the charges of scandalous conduct made 
against him. In conclusion he said: 

“IT understand that in military courts 
there are several kinds of findings. I ask 
with confidence that not a single stain be 
left on the splendid record of forty years’ 
service of Brevet Brig. Gen. Robert L. 
Meade.” 

Judge Advocate Niblack moved that all 
the testimony with regard to Major 
Lauchheimer’s alleged condition and ac- 
tions in Capt. Fuller’s quarters be stricken 
from the record, as having no relation to 
the charges on which §ol. Meade was be- 
ing tried. After some discussion the mo- 
tion was denied. On motion by Mr. Sem- 
ple, Col. Meade’s record in service was 
appeneded to the record of the court. 

Judge Advocate Niblack, after reviewing 
the testimony, said: 

“The vindication of Col. 
the condemnation of all the others con- 
cerned before this court. There is no re- 
traction, no repentance in the defense wi 
in by the accused. His counsel has just 
reiterated all the charges made by Col. 
Meade. I think the accused should be held 
accountable for everything he has said. 
An officer is an officer, and these state- 
ments take away the honor of Col. Denny 
and Major Lauchheimer.’ 

The belief was quite generaly expressed 
at the navy yard that the findings of the 
court would be favorable to Col. Meade. 


DALE INQUEST THURSDAY. 


Alleged Maid of Mrs. Dale Said to be 
Ready to Testify to Dead Child’s 
Cruel Treatment. 


Coroner William N. Parslow of Hoboken 
yesterday announced that he would not 
hold the inquest in the case of little Eme- 
line Dale, who, it is alleged, died from 
poison, at Busch’s Hotel two weeks ago, 
until Thursday night. The report of the 
analysis of the child's stomach would not 
be made until then. 

Detective Weinthal of the Hoboken force 
gave out a story that he had found a wo- 
man who had acted as maid to Mrs. Dale 
in her travels, and who told him that both 
Mrs. Dale and Elbert Waller had treated 
the child cruelly at Carsel, Germany. Wal- 
ler, she said, held the child while the 
mother beat the little one brutally. An- 
other time, Weinthal says, Mrs. Dale and 
Waller put the child in a trunk and poured 
water over her until she was nearly dead.

WELL-DRESSED $ STOWAWAY. 


Wore Patent Leathers an and Boarded Ship 
at Havre—Says Father Lives 
in Boston. 


A stowaway dressed in a fine black cut- 
away suit, wearing a silk hat of recent 
make, patent leather shoes, and with the 
rest ot his garb proportionately elegant, 
landed at New York from the French liner 
La Gascogne Sunday. He gave his name as 
Leo von Carstenn, a citizen of Berlin, and 
twenty-five years of age. He speaks French 
and German fluently, and keeping books in 
either of these languages, he said, was his 
prefession in life. 

In Berlin, according to the statement he 
mace at Ellis Island, where he is being de- 
tained as a stowaway, he was employed in 
one of the banks. He has a complete set 
of passports and identification papers, 
which apparently prove beyond a doubt 
that he is a citizen of the German Empire, 
and has served his time in the army of that 
country. 

Von Carstenn looks mo 
man than a German, and Ss easily distin- 
guished from the other immigrants. When 
seen on the island yesterday, he said his 
father lived in Front Street in Boston, and 
that it was in order to join him and try 
to get a job in America, that he shipped on 
La Gascogne. His father was telegraphed 
to for assistance on his arrival at the Jsl- 
and, but up to a late hour yesterday af 
noon no reply had been received. 

Von Carstenn boarded the Gascogne at 
Havre. He kept away from the ship's offi- 
cers until the liner was well at sea, and 
then went to the Captain and confessed 
that he was a stowaway. His story to 
Capt. Fournier was such a pathetic one 
that the gallant Frenchman decided to let 
him: come on without requiring of him the 
menial labor that otner stowaways are 
gererally called upon. to do in part pay- 
ment of their passage. He’‘promised the 
Ceptain that he would reimburse him on his 
arrival at New York, it was said. As his 
father does not seem to be in a ny og A to 
answer his appeal for aid, it begins to loo 
as if the French Line will have to Anan 
po~t him back to Europe again at their own 
expense. Von Carstenn says his mother is 


in Berlin, and that he has four sisters and 
one brother.
